A tie referendum vote Tuesday 


spelled defeat for Wheeling Park Dis- 
trict in its effort to annex apartment 
and condominium complexes on Old 
Willow Road. 


David Phillips, park director, said 


the referendum passed 94-11 in the 
park district, but was tied 23-23 in the 
area to be annexed. 


The referendum had to be approved 


by a majority of voters in each area. 


Phillips said the tie is "a negative 


vote" according to the park district 
attorney's opinion. He said a precinct 
breakdown showed the referendum 
passed 86-10 in Wheeling and 8 to 1 in 
the Buffalo Grove portion of the park 
district. 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge 


will canvass the ballots Friday to 
make sure they were marked proper- 
ly 


THE 
PARK 
BOARD In March 


unanimously approved a plan to an- 
nex the Gladstone Glen apartments 
and the Quincy Park quadrominium 
apartment 
complexes. 
Both com- 


plexes are on Old Willow Road east of 
Wolf Road. 


The complexes are in the newly- 


formed city of Prospect Heights but 
are not served by a park district. 
About 1,500 residents are affected. 


Phillips said further action to annex 


slightly because of the owners' tas in- 
creases, park officials said. 


"I'm just disappointed that the ver- 


bal support shown in the Quincy Park 
area was not actually forthcoming," 
he said. 


Park officials said the park district 


residents could have expected a slight 
tax decrease if the two complexes had 
been annexed to the district. Phillips 
estimated the annexation would add 
$6 million to the district's current as- 
sessed valuation of $98 million. 


THE PARK DISTRICT'S tax rate is 


40 cents per $100 of assessed valuation 


and was expected to drop to 38 cents 
per $100 if the annexation referendum 
had been approved. 


Residents of the Quincy Park com- 


plex would have paid about $20 a year 
in taxes if the referendum 
had 


passed. Gladstone Glen apartment 
dwellers do not pay taxes but their 
rents probably would have increased 


The two complexes in September re- 


jected a similar annexation effort by 
the River Trails Park District. Resi- 


dents of the two complexes said they 
identified closely with Wheeling and 
would prefer joining that district 


Only five Gladstone Glen residents 


turned out for the referendum, reject- 
ing the proposal 3-2. Quincy Park 
residents rejected the proposal 65-13. 


The Wheeling Park Board had plans 


to provide a new park and improved 
programs to residents of the two com- 
plexes if the annexation had been suc- 
cessful.

40 per cent increase in village water 
rates to pay for improvements to the 
village water system. 


Thomas 
Markus, 
acting village 


manager, said he will submit to the 
village board this summer a proposal 
raising water rates from 50 cents per 
1,000 gallons to 70 cents. He said the 
rate increase is "badly needed to fund 
necessary improvements" to the wa- 
ter system. 


Trustee William Hein, chairman of 


the sewer and water committee, said 
the board has discussed the "possi- 
bility of raising rates but the actual 
amount hasn't been discussed." 


An engineering consultant earlier 


this year told village officials they 
should double or triple water rates to 
pay for the water system improve- 
ments. R. W. Lindley, who has pre- 
pared a report on ways to upgrade the 
system, said village water rates "are 
very low." 


LINDLEY SAID THE water depart- 


ment should be able to "support itself. 
I'm talking about doubling or tripling 
the water rates. You'll be able to pro- 
vide better quality water." 


Lindley said neighboring commu- 


nities charge up to $1.50 per 1,000 gal- 
lons. He said the cost of water 
"should 
be assessed 
against 
the 


people who are benefitting." 


Lindley's report said the village wa- 


ter system is adequate to serve the 
existing population. He said the vil- 
lage will have to expand the system, 
however, to meet the demands of in- 
creasing population. He suggested 
several possibilities for improving the 
system, including the use of Lake 
Michigan water. 


The village currently supplies water 


from a system of deep and shallow 
wells. Lindley said the deep wells re- 
portedly are losing water at a rate of 
10 feet per year. He said deep wells 
are "the most economical and provide 
the best quality water, but they have 
a limited life." 


THE VILLAGE'S shallow well sys- 


tem provides a steady supply of water 
but has a high iron content, Lindley 
said. He said water from the wells 
can be improved by the construction 
of filtration plants at an estimated 


cost of $200,000 each. 


Village trustees tentatively 
have 


singled out two projects for the first 
stage of the §3.5 million water im- 
provement program, including con- 
struction of the filtration plants and 
expansion of water mains at Hintz 
and Schoenbeck roads. 


The filtration system is necessary to 


meet environmental protection agency 
guidelines on water quality, which 
take effect Jan. 1, 1978. The expansion 
of the water mains is needed to pro- 
vide adequate water pressure for fire 
protection in the southwest portion of 
the village. Lindley said. 


Dist. 23 cancels 
summer school; 
few interested 


The Prospect Heights Dist. 23 tui- 


tion summer school program has been 
canceled because of low enrollment. 


Philip Cornwell, assistant principal 


at MacArthur Junior High School, 700 
N. Schoenbeck Rd., Prospect Heights, 
said board of education members 
were notified of the low enrollment 
Tuesday and decided to cancel the 
summer program. 


"Less than three dozen students 


have signed up for the classes," Corn- 
well said. The district cannot afford to 
keep the school open for such a small 
number of'students, he said. 


Cornwell said checks paid by par- 


ents for summer school will be re- 
turned immediately. 


The board decided in May to charge 


a fee of $50 per course for summer 
school because members were uncer- 
tain whether school districts will be 
reimbursed by the state this year for 
summer school costs. 


The state has in the past paid for all 


summer school costs, but because of 
state cutbacks in aid to education 
school districts are not expecting 
reimbursement for summer school. 
The program would cost Dist. 23

Carter takes S. Dakota; 
Ford wins Rhode Island

Jimmy Carter, lighting a late-start- 


ing surge by liberal candidates to 
deny him the Democratic presidential 
nomination, Tuesday scored a key vic- 
tory in South Dakota but was stopped 
by an uncommitted slate wooed by 
California's Edmund Brown in Rhode 
Island. 


President Ford scored a landslide 


victory in Rhode Island to continue 
his dominance in the northeastern 
states but lost to Ronald Reagan by a 
narrow margin in South Dakota. 


Frank Church and Reagan took ear- 


ly leads in Montana. 


Carter, the frontrunner for the 


Democratic nomination despite five 
losses in the last nine primaries be- 
fore Tuesday's elections, stopped Mor- 
ris Udall in South Dakota. 


Late Tuesday, the primaries looked 


like this: 


• South Dakota: With 90 per cent of 


the precincts reporting, Reagan had 
35,747 or 50 per cent and 10 delegates 
while Ford had 31,790 or 45 per cent 
and 10 delegates. Carter had 21,272 or 
41 per cent and was leading for nine 
delegates while Udall had 17,343 or 33 
per cent and seven delegates. 


• Rhode Island: With 99 per cent of 


the precincts reporting, Ford had 
9,146 or 66 per cent and was leading 


for 19 delegates while Reagan had 
4,309 or 31 per cent and no delegates. 
The uncommitted delegate slate won 


* 18,351 or 31 per cent of the vote and 


nine delegates; Carter had 17,669 or 
30 per cent and seven delegates. 
Church had 16,231 or 28 per cent and 
six delegates. 


• Montana: With 2 per cent of the 


precincts reporting, Ford had 815 or 
44 per cent to Reagan's 975 or 52 per 
cent, Church had 4,232 or 62 per cent 
while Carter had 1,338 or 19 per cent.

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PLO assails Syria's Lebanon invasion 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Syrian 


troops and tanks invaded Lebanon 
Tuesday, driving to within 30 miles of 
Beirut in a power play designed to 
make warring Christians and Mos- 
lems lay down their arms. 


The troops swept through the east- 


ern Bekaa Valley, broke a leftist Mos- 
lem siege of the Christian city of 
Zahle and overran Moslem and Pales- 
tinian positions in what Damascus ra- 
dio described as a move to restore 
"law and order" In Lebanon. 


The 4,000 regular army troops sup- 


ported by 200 tanks met "only minor 
resistance" in their drive down the 
big valley, the radio said. Reports 
from the region said they took up po- 
sitions 18 miles inside the frontier and 
only 30 miles east of Beirut. 


Israel sees 
invasion as 
'serious' 


JERUSALEM (UPI) Israel said 


Tuesday it viewed Syria's invasion of 
Lebanon "very seriously" and as- 
serted it has the right "to take the 
necessary measures to protect our in- 
terests." 


There was no sign of military activ- 


ity in Tel Aviv or the capital, but For- 
eign Minister Yigal Alton warned that 


(Syria knows military intervention be- 
' yond the "red line" — an undefined 
point of no return — will provoke 
"decisive" Israeli action. 


"We take the situation very serious- 


ly." Alton said at a news conference. 
He blamed Syria for the prolonged 
bloodshed of Lebanon's civil war. 


Israel's major consideration in its 


policy towad Lebanon will be "our na- 
tional interest," Allon said, "interests 
of security and defense on our north- 
ern border." 


"Therefore, in principle, we are re- 


serving our right and capability to 
take the necessary measures to pro- 
tect our interests if and when they are 
endangered," he said. 


"It's high time that the inter- 


national community will find ways 
and means to put an end to this 
slaughtering," Alton said. 


The foreign minister said Israel is 


"watching very closely daily events" 
in Lebanon in an attempt "to find out 
the exact nature of Syrian activity."

Rumors swept the capital that Syr- 


ia's next move would be a march on 
Beirut, possibly via the strategic 
southern port of Sidon. 


The Palestine Liberation Organiza- 


tion assailed the invasion, the second 
by Syrian troops in 24 hours, calling it 
"the beginning of a Syrian occupa- 
tion" of Lebanon. 


"We did not want this moment to 


come. But in the face of this inter- 
vention we can only defend our revo- 
lution until victory or death," a PLO 
statement said. 


Damascus radio said a new faction 


of'the already-torn Lebanese Army 
asked Syria to Intervene in the area 
"to consolidate security." 


The radio broadcast dozens of cab- 


les from residents of leftist-held west- 
ern Beirut asking Syrian President 
Hafez Assad to stop the fighting in the 
capital itself. 


The invasion, which boosted to 


about 22,000 the number of Syrian or 
Syrian-controlled troops inside Leba- 
non, came at 3 a.m., hours before the 
arrival of Soviet premier Alexei Kos- 
ygin. 


The Soviets have opposed any Syr- 


Ian intervention in Lebanon and West- 
ern diplomats said the timing of the 
Syrian move at least partly related to 
Kosygin's visit. 


"It would have been more difficult 


for them to send in troops during or 
even after the (Kosygin) visit, so they 
seem to have decided to send them in 
just before," the sources said. 


Christian units surrendered their 


positions to the Syrian regulars and 
only one Palestinian unit resisted and 
clashed briefly with the Syrians be- 
fore being captured. 


Palestinians and Moselm leftists, 


who have opposed any Syrian media- 
tion or intervention in Lebanon's 14- 
month-old civil war, met in Beirut 
and issued a statement calling on all 
Lebanese to "defend Lebanon's soil 
and the Palestinian revolution with all 
your capabilities." 


The statement appealed to "Arab 


and world public opinion to realize 
that Lebanon's democracy and inde- 
pendence were lost today." 


Abu lyad, second in command of Al 


Fatah, the largest Palestinian guer- 
rilla organization, told a news confer- 
ence that the Syrians were "trying to' 
drag us into a choice between fighting 
the Lebanese nationalists (Moslem 
leftists) or the Syran army, 


"Let it be known then that our final

WASHINGTON (U-PI) — President 


Ford is considering the calling of a 
Geneva meeting to arrange an overall 
Arab-Israeli Middle East peace con- 
ference, White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said Tuesday. 


Nessen said the full peace confer- 


ence, if fixed, also would take place in 
Geneva. He did not rule out the prepa- 
ratory meeting being called in the 
next two months. 


The President's advisers were mak- 


ing the Geneva meetings their most 
immediate concern in Middle East 
strategy planning, White House offi- 
cials said. They said Ford has or- 
dered work on a drive toward an 
overall peace pact to settle the 28- 
year-old Arab-Israeli conflict. 


The first hint the President was em- 


barking on a major Middle East 
peace drive came last week in London 
when Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer said studies were under way on 
the next diplomatic action involving 
Israel and the Arabs. 


And, Kissinger told a foreign min- 


isters' meeting of the Central Treaty 
Organization the time had come to re- 
place the step-by-step approach with a 
push for an overall settlement. 


Kissinger indicated to his CENTO 


colleagues that the Egyptian-Israeli 
interim agreement on the Sinai that 
he engineered in September, 1974, was 
the last of the step-by-step process. 


Suggestions for a Geneva Confer- 


ence to attempt to write a settlement 
for the Middle East have risen period- 
ically. Until now, the United States 
was cool to the proposals. 


Kissinger said in his CENTO speech 


that "risks" would have to be taken 
by parties to a settlement. Diplomats 
said Kissinger thus indicated Israel 
would have to surrender territory tak- 
en by conquest in exchange for a set- 
tlement. 


Political sources said peace efforts

She faced five charges of murder for 
bomb attacks including a blast that 
killed one American at the same 
Franfurt Army complex four years 
ago. 


The wounded included six soldiers, 


seven servicemen's wives, one Ameri- 
can teenager, a civilian employe at 
the headquarters and one West Ger- 
man.

ter treatment. 


The bombs exploded seconds apart 


at 1:20 p.m. in the main headquarters 
building and in an officers' club about 
200 yards away.

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Moth's appetite 
menace to area 
foliage, forests 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The suburban insect population has 


a newcomer that could "change the 
whole forest area of northern Illinois" 
In three to four years unless it is 
checked. 


The unwelcome guest is the gypsy 


moth, whose larvae have been known 
to defoliate entire East Coast forests 
and towns in a single season. 


"The situation isn't bad, not yet. 


But if it goes three or four years, the 
potential is certainly there," said Nor- 
man Seaborg; a plants and pesticides 
specialist with the Illinois Dept. of Ag- 
riculture's bureau of plant protection. 


SO FAR, THE gypsy moth in- 


festation is limited to 1,000 acres of 
woodlands near south suburban Palos 
Park. 


Seaborg said the moth, a pest for 


more than a century in the East, 
probably came to the area as a 
hitchhiker. 


"The gypsies are a problem be- 


cause we are a mobile people. A va- 
cationer could have picked up a cater- 
pillar or a female moth that was 
loaded with eggs on the East Coast 
and brought it back here in a car or a 
camper," he said. 


The moth's caterpillars are vo- 


racious eaters. One small caterpillar 
can eat up to one square foot of 
leaves per day. 


"When you multiply that by the mil- 


lions of larvae, you have some idea of 
the problem they cause," Seaborg 
said. 


ON THE EAST COAST, and espe- 


cially In New Jersey, Seaborg said the 
pest is too well established for scien- 
tists to fight it. In 1973, for example, 
almost 2 million acres of trees fell to 
the larvae's appetite. 


"I figure we have about a SO-SO 


chance here. So far we have it pretty 
well pinpointed. We just might get it 
under control," he said. 


The battle against the moth can be 


won, despite the lack of success in 
New Jersey. North Carolina was one 
state that was able 'to isolate and 
eradicate the insect before the forests 
fell, he said. 


In Illinois, Seaborg said pesticides 


are being used to fight the moths af- 
moth parasites failed to kill them. 


WHILE THE OAK is the moth's 


"most favorite food," Seaborg-said 
the insect is very happy with a diet of 
apple trees, aspens, cedars, spruce 
and other trees. Part of the problem 
is that the gypsy moth often attacks 
trees planted to replce elms rotted by 
the Dutch elm disease. 


The moth is "nondescript," Seaborg 


said and difficult for the untained eye 
to identify. 


"It looks just like a lot of other 


moths," he said. The caterpillar, the 
creature that does the damage, is 
about two inches long and "colorful 
and pretty," Seaborg said. 


The caterpillar, like the adult, how- 


ever, is similar in apperance to other 
species, he said. 


SEABORG SAID the next three to 


four years will tell if the gypsy moth 
has established a firm hold in tbe 
area, which happens to be a perfect 
breeding ground. 


"It usually starts in suburbs and 


then moves out to the forests. If it 
does get established, it will com- 
pletely change the whole forest area 
of northern Illinois," he said. 


Even if Illinois does meet the chal- 


lenge, the pest still will be around. 
There are reports of moth infestations 
in "much wider areas" of Michigan 
and Seaborg said the pest has been 
sighted in Wisconsin,

Near Quincy Park apartments 
Debris-filled lots threat to kids 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


When residents of the Quincy Park 


quadrominium apartments moved into 
their homes three years ago, many 
thought surrounding vacant lots would 
be either developed or at least kept 
clean of debris. 


They didn't believe someone would 


dredge up 6 feet of dirt in one 15-acre 
parcel, install sewers and fireplugs, 
drive construction markers into the 
ground and then leave it to fill up 
with rainwater. 


But, someone did. 


ANOTHER ADJACENT parcel, also 


about 15 acres, has become a catch- 
all for broken glass, rusty tin cans, 
household debris.and junk cars. 


Many residents say the vacant lots 


present a hazard to their children who 
tend to wander on them when playing 
and who often cross them as a'short- 
cut to the nearby Stevenson School, 
1375 S. Wolf Rd. 


They say they have appealed to the^ 


Quincy Park Homeowners' Assn., a 
group representing the 592 home- 
owners in the complex on Old Willow 
Road just east of Wolf Road in Pros- 
pect Heights. But the homeowners' as- 


sociation has said it is powerless. 


They have gone to Cook County of- 


fices in an attempt to track down the 
names of the property owners who 
can answer to the conditions. They 
have had no luck. 


.WHEELING TOWNSHIP and Cook 


County records show only tbe name of 
a Chicago attorney, Erwin H. 'Green- 
berg, as the one who pays taxes on 
the parcel just north of Quincy Park. 


Residents said construction crews 


began working on the site last year 
and then stopped. Neither the county 
nor the township have developers' 
names on file, or records of building 
permits issued to allow for the con- 
struction. 


Greenberg said he no longer pays 


the taxes on the property and declined 
to reveal the current property owner's 
name. 


The property now serves as a reten- 


tion basin, a breeding place for, mos- 
quitos and a mud hole that is only a 
few feet away from the front doors of 
the 
northernmost 
quadrominium 


apartments in the complex. 


"WE CAN'T SIT OUT here in front 


of our homes and we certainly can't 


let our kids run around out here. 
That's a deep drop into that water for 
only a o ra 3-year-old child," said Gail 
Jones, 1196 Cove Dr. 


"We would like a fence put up 


around the development. I thought we 
were supposed to have one put up, but 
it's still wide open between our home 
here and the pit," Mrs. Jones said. 


Residents whose homes border the 


eastern end of the development are 
faced with a different problem. Anoth- 
er vacant lot invites garbage and ada- 
venturous motorcyclists. 


Wheeling Township and Cook Coun- 


ty records show the New York State 
Teachers' Retirement System owns 
the property. Records also show that 
the parcel was to have been devel- 
oped by the Kassuba Development 
Corp., based in Wisconsin, which de- 
clared bankruptcy late in 1973. 
'NATHAN KULLMAN, director of 
public information for the New York 
State Teachers' Retirement System, 
said the organization has no in- 
gage on another vacant parcel just 
northeast of the lot in question. He 
said the organization h as no in- 
volvement with the lot that has be- 
come a dumping ground. 


The most recent records on file at 


the county building show bankruptcy 
proceedings continuing in the courts 
over Kassuba's assets, which may in- 
clude the parcel that residents are 
complaining about. 


"We've tried everything we can 


over the past year or so. Now, all we 
can do is try to patrol the area our- 
selves, trying to keep our children out 
of the lot," said Mary Richards, 1085 
Cove Dr. 


"People won't even walk their dogs 


in that lot anymore there's so much 
debris there. I think the residents liv- 
ing in these other apartment com- 
plexes around here like Loch Lomond 
and Birchwood Trace must be con- 
cerned, too," she said. 


Frederick E. Oilman, a Quincy 


Park resident and unsuccessful alder- 
manic candidate in Prospect Heights' 
first election, said the new city gov- 
ernment might be able to help the 
residents with the problem. 


"At least the city council gives 


them someone directly to go to with 
problems like this. The county is noth- 
ing but a maze of paper and depart- 
ments where it's hard to find the in- 
formation you need," he said-

But the sheriff said he isn't very 


hopeful that the referendum will pass 


"The people who really want and 


need the additional protection won't 
be able to get it through because they 
live in unincorporated, less populated, 


areas of the county. The people in the 
municipalities have their own police 
departments and don't realize .the sev- 
erity .of the needs elsewhere," La- 
Magdeleine said. 


A severe need does exist, he said. 


He said sometimes persons have to 
wait almost 45 minutes for an answer 
to a call, especially in the outer areas, 
of the county. 


"IF YOU HAVE a problem, that 


line period can seem like a lifetime. 


Fire district disannex topic today 


Wheeling trustees tonight will meet 


with Wheeling Rural Fire Protection 
District trustees to discuss the vil- 
lage's request to disannex from the 
district. 


Wheeling officials last week said 


they will demand action on their 
request. Trustee William Hein said 
district trustees "still haven't re- 
sponded to our letter of two mnths 
ago requesting disconnection." 


The meeting will be at 8 p.m. at the 


Buffalo Grove Fire Station, 505 W. 
Dundee Rd., Buffalo Grove. 


Wheeling trustees are seeking dls- 


annexatlon from the district in an ef- 
fort to increase fire tax revenues to 


the village. Hein said tax revenues 
could be increased by at .least $55,000 
annually because an area of the vil- 
lage not in the fire district could be 
taxed. 


Most of the village is within the rur- 


al fire district, except for about 2,000 
residents in the northeast section of 
town, Residents in the district pay a 
tax of 28 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. The fire district contracts with 
the municipal department for service 
and pays the village in tax dollars and 
equipment, in return. 


The fire protection district serves 


about 50,000 residents in Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove and Prospect Heights. 


We just can't do an adequate job with 
our present staff," La Magdeleine 
said. 


That staff consists of 46 highway pa- 


trolmen who answer calls and try to 
patrol approximately 147 square miles 
of unincorporated Lake County. 


Five patrolmen usually work the 


day shift, 10 men work the evening 
shift and 10 work the late-evening 
shift. The sheriff said more men work 
the later shifts because those times 
are the busiest. 


If the referendum passed, La Mag- 


deleine said, he would be able to hire 
approximately 20 more men for the 
highway patrol. He said the additional 
men would solve the county's protec:. 
tion problems. 
^ 


The proposed referendum would al- 


low the county board to levy a.tax not 
to.exceed .02 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of all taxable property in 
Lake County. Although the most re- 
cent valuation was not available, the 


- total county, valuation in 1973 was 
•$1.95 billion. Using that valuation fig- 
ure, the maximum tax (.02 per cent) 
could raise an additional $390,000. The 
current budget for the department is 
$2.6 million. 


L A M A G D E L E I N E said that 


amount would be adequate to hire the 
additional men and provide them with 
the necessary four additional cars. 


However, he said, the figure is only 
an estimate. 


La Magdeleine said most of the 


county board seems receptive to the 
referendum. The board has to pass, it 
before it can go on the ballot for a 
vote. • 


"They don't mind raising the taxes 


if they don't have to do it. As long as 
the voters ok it, it's fine with them," 
he said. 


The sheriff said he has been trying 


to get additional funds from the coun- 
ty board to hire more men ever since 
he came into office. 


"The board admits we need more 


men, but it won't give us the funds. 
They don't have the money, but that's 
only because they didn't levy the 
taxes that were needed. And they 
didn't levy the necessary taxes, be- 
cause it's an election year," La Mag- 
deleine said. 


The manpower shortage in the sher- 


iff's department has caused many 
unincorporated ; communities to seek 
alternatives to reliance on county ser- 
vices. 


A study of police protection spon- 


sored by the Harrington Area Council 
of Governments (BACOG) resulted in 
communities in that council con- 
tracting with the Village of Barring- 
ton for police services. A similar 
study is being sponsored by the Lake 


and McHenry Council of Governments 
(LAMCOG) because of that council's 
dissatisfaction with county police ser- 
vice. 


LA MAGDELEINE said that he un- 


derstands why those people are con- 
cerned. However, he would prefer 
they didn't contract with the villages 
for services. 


"Those people are already paying 


for county services — everyone in the 
county is through their taxes. I'd rath- 
er we could give them the adequate 
service they're already paying for. 
But if we can't get the necessary men 
to do our job, I'm all for them finding 
someone who can," La Magdeleine 
said. - 


La Magdeleine said he has been try- 


ing to establish a four-man task force 
to serve as a partial solution to the 
manpower shortage. The force would 
patrol the problem areas in the coun- 
ty, such as the area near Wildwood, 
but La Magdeleine hasn't been able to 
obtain the necessary funds. If a town- 
ship is interested in the proposal, the 
sheriff urges it contact him. 


"Right now, we're really not patrol- 


ling most of the unincorporated1 areas, 
despite our efforts to do so, because 
the patrols are constantly interrupted 
by calls. We just don't have enough 
men to do both," La Magdeleine said. 


Jenkins said the current problems 


in the Busse Woods are common 
throughout the forest preserves. 


"It's a common problem throughout 


the forest preserve district. You con- 
centrate on it in one area and it 
moves on to another," he said. 


THE LOCAL AND county police do 


not have jurisdiction in the preserve 
district. Only the forest rangers have 
jurisdiction, which often creates prob- 
lems in coordinating anti-crime activi- 
ty in the preserve. 


"We want a cooperatve effort," 


Jenkins said, adding one meeting al- 
ready has been held which involved 
Elk Grove Village Pres. Charles J. 
Zettek and Hoffman Estates Pres- 
Virginia Hayter.

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Illinois briefs 
Obscenity ruling to be appealed 


Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott 


plans to appeal a federal court ruling 
that the «tate's obscenity law Is un- 
constitutional because of its vague- 
new, a spokesman said Tuesday. 


A three-Judge appeals court panel 


ruled Friday in a Rockford case that 
the Obscenity statute is invalid be- 
cause It does not define obscenity. 


Scott's spokesman Don Ramsell 


said the Winnebago County state's at- 
torney's office had asked that the 
case be appealed and, "in checking 
over the optnon, we have decided to 
file an appeal." 


Rarascll said the appeal will be 


made to the United States Supreme 
Court. It will, he said, involve "some 
very complex reasoning." 


U.S. District Court Judge Joel 


Flaum wrote the 35-page decision. 
U.S. Appeals Court Judge Walter J. 
Cummlngs and U.S. District Court 
Judge Hubert L. Will concurred. 


The panel ruled the state violated 


the 14th Amendment of the Con- 
stitution in that a state shall not pass 
laws that infringe on the con- 
stitutional rights of citizens. 


Although the state Supreme Court 


had upheld the law's constitutionality 
four times in the last three years, the 
panel ruled the high court had ignored 
legal precedent that requires the law 
cite specific examples of obscenity. 


The ruling came in the case of two 


adult bookstores in Rockford owned 
by Eagle Books, Inc. 


The panel wrote, "The arrests, 


searches and seizures all do great in- 


jury to Eagle Books' dissemination of 
these First Amendment materials. 
The bookstores must be closed down 
when arrests are made" and patrons 
hindered "from exercizing their First 
Amendment rights..." 


Raskin heads Hewlett bid

Action needed 
on mayor issue 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert 


Behrel gave notice a long time 
ago that he will leave office be- 
fore his term expires. He wanted 
the city council to have time to 
plan for the future. 


Behrel had the right idea. Un- 


fortunately, the aldermen have 
not put that time to good use. 


The council's first task is to 


elect an interim replacement for 
Behrel when he leaves office 
Sept. 1. Candidates for the job, 
who by law must be aldermen, 
must declare their intentions by 
June?. 


The council already passed a 


resolution showing a preference 
for a full-time replacement for 
Behrel. He has served as a full- 
time mayor, and Des Plaines 
has no city manager. 


However, at least one of the 


candidates,'Aid. Charles Bolek, 
3rd, says he will only serve as a 
part-time mayor if selected to 
replace Behrel. 


We question whether the kind 


of mayoralty which followed 
Behrel should be based .on 


the whims of the candidates. 


In the past we have called on 


the city council to hire a city 
manager after Behrel's depar- 
ture. A city of this size deserves 
a trained professional at the 
head of city operations. 


Behrel, because of nearly 19 


years of on the job training, was 
able to provide such exper- 
tise, but we do not see a succes- 
sor who is equally qualified. 


If the city council continues to 


delay that decision, then it 
should insist that Behrel's re- 
placement work the post full- 
time. 


Offering to run the office while 


continuing a full-time business 
career 
will not work. Des 


P l a i n e s deserves competent, 
full-time leadership. If there is 
no city manager on the horizon, 
a full-time mayor is the only al- 
ternative. 


The city council should reaf- 


firm its position that the chief 
administrator's job is full-time 
and declare any candidate who 
wants to do less ineligible.

We even like the guys on 
the third shift, if it comes right 
down to it and they keep saving 
lives and putting out fires. 


And if Harvey fails in his ro- 


mantic exploits, becoming a fi- 
nancial drain on the depart- 
ment, we'll wager there are 
some firemen in Buffalo Grove 
who would love' to have him. 
Their Dalmatian, Smokey, was 
killed recently when he was run 
over by a car, and he's sorely 
missed. 


As the sequence of American prima- 


ry elections goes on, it becomes un- 
mistakable that the voters of both 
parties are trying to. make a point. It 
is not a point that those two so differ- 
ent Californians, Jerry Brown and 
Ronald Reagan, would translate in the 
same sense, but what is plain is that 
the electorate is trying to express dis- 
satisfaction with "Washington," that 
is, with the federal political estab- 
lishment. 


With the exception of President 


Ford, the men making the running — 
Reagan, Brown, and the Democratic 
front-runner, Jimmy Carter — can all 
claim to be free of any trace of Wash- 
ington: and claim it they do, daily. 


President Ford would gladly claim 


it too, but with his 25 years in Con- 
gress he belongs much more to Wash- 
ington-than to Grand Rapids. This is 
one reason, among several, for the 
terrible trouble his campaign has 
been in. He made a recovery fighting 
off Reagan successfully in Michigan, 
Ford's home state, and defeating him 
in Maryland as .well. Thus he sur- 
vives, but his trouble with Reagan is 
not over. Ahead looms California, 
Regan's fortress, on Tuesday. 


The history of'"the. Washington is- 


sue" is clearer than its significance 
is. The 1960's saw a pattern of fissures 
open up in the country: young people 
and intellectuals disaffected because 
of the Vietnam war, black people riot- 
ing against their lack of privileges, 
white families feeling harassed by the 
civil rights laws, and a mass of the 
outwardly stolid middle and working 
classes seething with resentment of 
the disorderly young and the unruly 
minority races. One and all had some- 
thing against the government. 


Fascinated by all the uproar, the 


press and the broadcasting profes- 
sions in the great northeastern cities 
were disconcerted to find (rather sud- 
denly, at the riotous Democratic na- 
tional convention at Chicago in 1968) 
tha the stolid classes had started to 
hate them. There Was a "media is- 
sue," "which Vice President Agnew 
later enjoyed whipping up in his brief 
heyday. The journalist Joseph Kraft 
crystallized it in a celebrated column 
just after the Chicago convention: 


"Mayor Daley and his supporters 


have a point," wrote Kraft: the press 
suffered from an upper-class outlook, 
it was unaware of what agitated com- 
mon people, it needed "to make a spe- 


cial 
effort 
to understand Middle 


America." 


The authors of the massive surveys 


on Middle America that then ensued 
discovered more than they had bar- 
gained for, as another 
celebrated 


series of articles, by Haynes Johnson 
and David Broder, showed m 1971: 
the political parties were losing their 
grip, the loyalties that had supported 
them were dissolving wholesale, the 
leaders were discredited, the follow- 
ers estranged. In short, if new leaders 
appeared they would find the doors 
open. 


One who heard the message was 


Jimmy Carter, then governor 
of 


Georgia, whose planning for the 1976 
campaign started in the following 
summer, a week or two after the 
Democratic national convention in 
1972. 


Reagan, then governor of Califor- 


nia, had tried once and was waiting 
for the chance to try again Jerry 
Brown, only 34 then and not even gov- 
ernor, as he was shortly to be, of Cali- 
fornia, took longer to act, but his late 
entry into the presidential campaign 
this year has proved to be a startling 
event. His campaign in Maryland last 
month was a whirlwind, and he took 
49 per cent of the Democratic vote, 
leaving the until then virtually unbea- 
table Mr. Carter with only 37 per 
cent. 


The time had come, Brown com- 


mented on hearing the result, "for a 
new generation of leaders " He is go- 
ing to be one of them, that is plain, 
but he is not likely to be the Demo- 
cratic 
presidential 
candidate this 


year. The older generation of leaders, 
in Washington and in Maryland, who 
lent him a hand are not interested in 
getting young Gov. Brown nominated, 
they simply want to stop the nomi- 
nation of Carter. And indeed, his de- 
feat in Maryland is the worst setback 
Carter has had yet. 


H a v i n g marched triumphantly 


through the phase in which the con- 
ventional (or anti-Carter) Democratic 
vote was split up among several cqn- 
tenders, Carter will now have to face 
mostly one strong contender at a time 
— here Brown, there Sen. Frank 
Church or Morns Udall, whose can- 
didacy is not dead yet — in each of 
several states. This wiH look less like 
a triumph: all the same, 
Carter's 


delegate strength is formidable by 
now, he will add to it, and he can 


expect to arrive at the canvention in 
New York strong enough to be cer- 
tainly difficult, and probably impos- 
sible, to stop. 


Doubts linger about him in the 


minds of many Democrats, and they 
re not wholly unreasonable doubts. So 
far he has been marching and fight- 
ing. He still is, and his march to 
Washington still has rather the air of 
Hannibal seizing Campania for winter 
quarters. If "he now suffers a dilution 
of the glamour and magnetism of in- 
vincibility, and if the dilution prods 
him to pay more caneful attention to 
the feelings and the opinions that are 
held in his party, that will not be a 
bad thing. 


A fresh start in American politics 


there has to be In the apparent rough 
of political loyalties four or five years 
ago, the American public mind was 
really on a plateau, when the disgrace 
of the Watergate events, and the flood 
of grubby disclosures of official mani- 
pulation and misbehavior that follow- 
ed from them, were forced oh the 
people's attention. 


All the same, however new the lead- 


er, he needs to be seen listening and 
learning, an effect easier to achieve 
for a politician who needs allies and 
friends, as Carter now does, than for 
one whose opponents are in a total 
rout.

Cor buyer in driver's seat: banker 


Stockpiles of compact autos and an 


increase in funds available for new 
car loans have combined to put con- 
sumers in the drivers' seat, said Rob- 
ert Jaynes director of the American 
Bankers Assn. installment lending di- 
vision. 


A recent survey of banks shows 93 


per cent are expanding funds for new 
car loans and 7 per cent of the banks 
plan to maintain stable lending vol- 
ume. New car loans account for more 
than $32 billion of the $80 billion in 
outstanding consumer loans held by 
U.S. banks. 


•New-car loan interest rates offered 


by banks average 11.18 per cent, the 
ABA spokesman said. Finance com- 
panies and credit unions are alterna- 
tive loan sources. 


Jaynes said consumers can reduce 


finance charges by making the largest 
possible downpayment. "Such a loan 
may also qualify for a better rate be- 
cause it is better secured," he said. 


According to the ABA report, cur- 


rent stockpile of new compact and 
sub-compact cars also -favors the con- 
sumer. General Motors, for example, 
offers a rebate on some model sales.

Jan. 2. The lack of volume following 
Monday's Memorial Day holiday con- 
firmed observers' contentions there 
was a lack of Institutional bidding. 


Many noted the large investors 


committed huge amounts of money in 
January and February, and apparent- 
ly were content to sit on their hold- 
ings. There wasn't enough in the news 
background to spark elthar buying or 
selling, 


THE CLOSELY followed Dow Jones 


Industrial average, up more than 
three points at the outset, lost 2,10 


points to 973.13. The blue-chip average , 
had gained 9.66 points Friday, trimm- 


• ing last week's loss to 15 points. 


Other averages also showed little 


life. Standard & Poor's 500-stock in- 
dex fell 0.33 to 99.85, the NYSE com- 
mon stock index 0.15 to 53.16 and the 
average price of an NYSE common 
share decreased by 10 cents. 


Breadth figures reflected caution 


and investor uncertainty. Of the 1,845 
issues crossing the tape, 745 declined, 
642 advanced and 458 remained un- 
changed.

In addi- 
tion, some analysts have predicted a 
bright near-term future for domestic 
oil companies.

Superior Oil gained 4% to 163, Murphy 
Oil Uito 23,. Getty Oil 1 1/3 to 164%, 
Ohio Standard VA to 72%, Continental 
Oil % to 70. However, Shell Oil lost 
1% to 63%. 


Prices closed lower in light trading 


on the American Stock Exchange. 


BIG CAR SALES have affected 


deals on small automobiles. "Right 
now, on all of our small cars there 
are deals to be made, just to get them 
out of here," Birt said. "At the start 
of the model year we were not dis- 
counting small automobiles all that 
much. Now we are." Chevrolet offers 
salesmen a $100 rebate on Chevette 
and other small models. 


Birt believes small cars will outsell 


bigger autos as time goes on, "simply 
because that's all we'll have left." 
Truck and recreational vehicle sales 
are "booming," he said. He reports 
sales of 1977 model cars, sight unseed 
and "skyrocketing" prices for used 
autos. 


May 28 was the cut-off date for 


Chrysler new car orders, aid Bill 
Haeger, president of Des Plaines 
Chrylser Plymouth Sales, Inc., Des 
Plaines. .Haeger said the Volare mod- 
els, which are "smaller than an inter- 
mediate and bigger than a compact," 
are the top sellers at his dealership. 


FULL-SIZE AND compact car sales 


trail the intermediate, Volare and 
Cordoba sales, Haeger said. Although 
sales "just about doubled" compared 
to 1975 results, he said, "It is not a 
boom year. It is back to the pace of 
1973, which was a boom year. 


"Cars for the past two weeks have 


been coming in without spares," Hae- 
ger said. Despite the cutoff in new car 


orders, buyers can check dealers for 
particular models. 


Haeger predicts the used car mar- 


ket "will go sky high" during July 
and August as the scarcity of good 
used autos continues. A 9 per cent 
hike in new car prices is expected for 
the 1977 model year, he said. 


NATIONAL SALES esimates for 


the year range as high as 13.5 million 
cars and trucks, including imports. 
The projected figure would be second 
only to the record 14.6 million vehicles 
sold in 1973. 


Price hikes of an average $200, or 4 


to 5 per cent, are forecast for 1977 
models. The higher prices would re- 
flect automotive supplier and labor 
pact increases. 


During the first four months of the 


1976 model year, small car sales 
dropped from 42.2 per cent of the 
market to 39.6 per cent. Intermediate, 
standard-size and luxury car sales in- 
creased correspondingly. 


Automakers are scheduling a near- 


record 1,823,000 cars for assembly 
during the July to September quarter, 
United Press International reports. 
The production goal will hinge on call- 
backs of some 50,000 auto workers af- 
fected by layoffs that began in 1974. 


The coming quarter is crucial be- 


cause some of the popular models are 
in short supply and because strikes 
could hamper the industry recovery 
from a two-year slump. An immediate 
concern is the United Rubber Workers 
strike that began April 21.

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What every husband-to-be 


should have known in 1897 


I

I/o, the merry marriage month of 


June is upon us. 


Last year in June, the Cook County 


Marriage License Bureau Issued 5,361 
licenses to 5,361 starry-eyed couples 
planning to wed. 


This June, 1976, churches are 


booked solid with weddings. Brides 
will be radiantly lovely, poised, self- 
confident, and grooms will wonder,.as 
they have through the ages, how to 
understand a woman. 


"Every one of the billions of cells 


that go to make up a woman are dif- 
ferent from a man's — so different 


that they can be distinguished as 
being female under the microscope," 
says Esquire's 1962 edition of "What 
Every Young Man Should Know," ad- 
ding that the chemical make-up of a 
woman's brain is different from that 
of a man, And though women are one- 
fifth smaller than men, they have 
only a little more than half the 'mus- 
cular strength. 


ANOTHER ESQUIRE publication, 


the 1969 "Guide to Modern Etiquette," 
points out to the groom, "-You're off to 
a bad start if you take your dog, your 
mother or your secretary on your 
wedding trip." 


The Guide also advises that when a 


, 


third person is present, a husband 
should be as polite to his wife as he 
would be to any other woman, that in 
addition he should observe one ex- 
traordinary politeness — he should 
LISTEN to her. And right from the 
beginning, he should become accus- 
tomed to speaking as part of a team 
— "our house," "we decided," and 
later, "our children." 


IN 1897, SYLVANUS Stall, a min- 


ister, saw a universal need in young 
men for help and advice in relating to 
women. His book, "What a Young 
Husband Ought to Know" (supple- 
ment to "What a Young Man Ought to 
Know" and followed by "What a Man 
of 45 Ought to Know") is a gold mine 
of turn-of-the-century advice. 


Dr. Stall first'points out the vast 


physical differences between the male 
and the female, a man's average 
height being 5 foot 8 inches to a wom- 
an's mere 5 foot 3; his average weight 
145 pounds to her 125. The broad 
•shoulders and narrow hips of a man 
are in direct contrast to the broad 
hips and narrow shoulders of a wom- 
an. 


"HER FORM, HER bones and the 


size of her muscles all indicate her 
sense of dependence upon man," says 
Stall. "His fiercer visage, his broader 
shoulders, his more muscular frame 
adapt man to become the shield and 
defender of woman." 


Man is a deliberate and logical 


creature, but woman — bless her — 
reaches conclusions in much less time 
by "intuition." Her nervous system is 
more refined and delicate, rendering 
distasteful to her all things that are 
coarse and low. 


"But a greater power of endurance 


compensates for her finer nervous 
system, enabling her to face and bear 


the pains and perils of maternity," 
says Stall. 


For a pleasant home and happy life, 


a wife needs a husband who "will 
scorn the saloon, avoid the club, re- 
main away from the lodge, give up 
his cigar, and spend his time and his 
money for the comfort and happiness 
of his family." 


SHOULD THE LITTLE woman ever 


show even the slightest manifestation 
of indifference or estrangement, a 
good husband will put away from his 
lips, and even from his heart, all 
words or reproof and reproach. 


A good portion of this old book is 


devoted to — shall we say, procrea- 
tion? Reproduction? For pity's sake, 
not sex — that simply means male or 
female. 


"There is no physical necessity or 


reasonable justification for the con- 
stant or even frequent exercise of the 
reproductive function," saysi Dr. Stall. 
"Strict continence is not injurious, ei- 
ther to the unmarried or to the mar- 
ried . . . Some married people . . . 
call the reproductive nature into ex- 
ercise for the purpose of procreation 
only, and assert that the maintenance 
of continence secures not only greater 
strength and better health, but great- 
er happiness also." 


THE GOOD DOCTOR counsels . . . 


"Avoid the undue use of foods which 
are calculated to stimulate the repro- 
ductive nature. Use eggs and oysters, 
pepper and condiments with reason- 
able moderation. Do not simulate im- 
pure thinking by theatre-going, the 
reading of salacious books, participa- 
tion in the round dance, the presence 
of nude statuary and suggestive pic- 
tures ..." 


Never, never should one grant ma- 


rital privileges when the other is in a 
state of partial or total intoxication, 


for, according to Dr. Stall, conception 
at such a time is more than likely to 
result in the production of idiots or 
epileptics. 


"Marital moderation is most easily 


secured and maintained where mar- 
ried persons occupy separate beds," 
says Dr. Stall, pointing out another 
advantage — avoiding the exhalations 
of each other's bodies, the weaker 
being injured by the fact that the 
stronger is likely to absorb vital and 
nervous force. 


HE CONSIDERED A home of one's 


own a necessity to heighten and per- 
petuate the pleasures of married life. 
Also, "the young husband and wife . . 


dare not ignore the special purpose 
for which God instituted marriage ... 
the raising up of a family and the per- 
petuation of the human race." 


Today, 79 years later, sex coun- 


selling is expressed in terms so ex- 
plicit and art work so vivid, it might 
have made a resounding "Heavens to 
Betsy1" slip past Dr, Stall's lips. Dr. 
Alex Comfort in "The Joy of Sex," 
sums it all up in two rules, "apart 
from the obvious one of not doing 
things which are silly, anti-social or 
dangerous. One is 'Don't do anything 
you don't really enjoy,' and the other 
is 'Find your partner's needs and 
don't balk them if you can help it.' " 


Today's bridegroom 


He even helps to pick out household goods 


Years ago, a typical bridegroom never knew what 


furnishings his bride had chosen until the day of his 
wedding, but today's groom-to-be often voices his 
opinion and even shops right along with his fiancee 
to help pick out the household items for their future 
home or apartment. 


In a spot check by UPI of shops and stores in 


widely scattered American cities, only one registry 
manager said the majority of brides-to-be shop 
alone. But when they are accompanied, it's more 
often by their fiances than their mothers or girl 
friends as in past generations. 


Since most grooms don't like flowers and frills, the 


typical male point of view shows up in the choice of 
casual china instead of traditional and more ex- 
pensive table settings. 


Terry Dufka, manager of wedding services for the 


Chicago division of a Chicago-based chain, said the 
choice of casual dinnerware reflects "more informal 
at-home casual elegance . . . more entertaining at 
home with young married couples. This is partly due 


to the cost of going out and more of an interest in 
gourmet cooking at home. This is pretty much a 
national trend." 


Ms. Dufka said demand for multipurpose utensils 


— serving dishes is up because "so many brides are 
working when they get married and want an easier 
way of keeping house." 


Yet demand for both casual and formal dinner- 


ware silver and crystal persists in the south and is 
making a comeback in other parts of the country 
with brides returning to formal china, even in pat- 
terns that sell for $50 per place setting. 


IN THIS AREA most brides register for both ex- 


pensive china as well as for a casual dinnerware, 
such as stoneware. Pewter and stainless accessories 
are also popular. 


Some consultants say the economic pinch appar- 


ently prompts some guests to buy less silver flat- 
ware and expensive china and crystal than they did 
a few years ago. As a result, brides often finish their 
collections later with presents from their new hus- 


band, their parents and/or in-laws on other gift-giv- 
ing occasions. 


Freezer-to-oven-to-table ware is popular and brides 


are beginning to ask for articles safe for microwave 
oven use. Almost all brides want to know if their 
selections can be used in a dishwasher. Brides are 
also moving away from contemporary patterns in 
favor of traditional ones, especially Early American. 


WHILE BRIDEGROOMS are turning up at bridal 


registries in ever increasing numbers, it's the bride, 
usually with her mother, who chooses her wedding 
gown. The bride may even choose color coordinated 
shirts or jackets for the bridegroom and his ush- 
ers. Because simple styles are now favorable, more 
and more brides are making their own gowns. The 
bridal consultant of one area fabric shop estimates 
that 80 per cent of the brides she serves make their 
own wedding dresses because they are dissatisfied 
with readymades or commercial patterns, or be- 
cause the high cost of altering a readymade would 
increase the price too much. 


Most brides have a picture of what they want and 


it's just a matter of changing one or two details, 
according to one bridal assistant. More girls are in- 
terested in the quality of the dress and their own 
individual look. "We're in an area where there are 
many readymade bridal shops, and some girls look 
at dresses all day and are dissatisfied." 


WITH THE CLINGY look in style, many bjides 


are sewing their gowns from jersey from patterns 
that are basically evening gowns. Fabric retailers 
estimate that a home sewn gown costing $100 might 
cost four or five times as much for a couture gar- 
ment of similar design and quality. 


Fabric retailers also report that there is a trend 


going back to more elaborate fabrics, more laces, 
more dressy fabrics than they used for awhile. 


Bridal consultants in ready-to-wear contend that a 


woman who makes her own wedding dress is either 
an inflation fighter or an individualist or both. 


And there's nothing wrong with that.

Wife seeks fair divorce settlement 


Dear Atty. Martoccio, 
It seems to me that I am a good 


example of why a wife in this day and 
age should not follow the traditional 
role of housewife. I've been married 
25 years, moved on the average of 
once a year and endured prolonged 
absences of my husband. Now he 
wants a divorce and I am bewildered, 
hurt and numb with fear and at a to- 
tal loss as to where to turn for help 
and information. 


Do divorce lawyers charge a set 


fee, or can you come to some agree- 
ment based on ability to pay? 


What is the average range of di- 


vorce lawyers' fees? 


Since I do not bring in an income, 


am I responsible for paying for my 
own lawyer? What rights if any do I 
have as a wife in a divorce settlement 
in Illinois? I would also deeply appre- 
ciate your directing me to anything I 
may read to give me information that 
would enable me to reach the most 
advantageous settlement for myself 
and children at home. E. D. 


Dear E. D. 
I hope that even though you have 


been a "traditional housewife" that 
you have not neglected to secure your 
future as a divorced wife with chil- 
dren. Have you any idea of what your 
husband's assets are as well as yours 
singly and jointly? 


This knowledge is better than any- 


thing you might read in a book and 
would enable you to make that "most 
advantageous settlement" you men- 
tion. 


Each case is decided on its merits 


but ordinarily a court might grant as 
alimony anywhere from 1/3 to 1/2 of 
the husband's income if children must 
be supported. 


EVEN AFTER YOU'VE hired a 


lawyer to represent you, which you 
will probably have to do eventually, 
you'll save yourself time and expense 
if you have a detailed financial report 
available for your lawyer to work 
from. Also you will need a list of 
items and conditions that are neces- 
sary for you and your children.

The financial statement should in- 


clude the following and anything else 
you can think of that's pertinent to it. 


• Any information about your hus- 


band's business or job such as ex- 
penses, profits or salary, bonuses, 
commissions, pensions, stock inter- 
ests, profit sharing. 


• Bank accounts, joint or single, 


checking or savings who acquired 
them and who has possession of the 
pass books. Savings and loan ac- 
counts, and again, stocks, bonds that 
might be in your husband's name, or 
yours and his jointly. 


• Automobiles. Mortgages on them, 


how much to whom and for how long. 
Payments per month, condition of 
car. 


• Home. Purchase price and pre- 


sent value. Conditions of mortgage 
payments, how many and how much. 
Names of mortgagees. 


• Income property. How much, who 


owns and collects income. In general, 
gross income and expenses such as 
taxes, maintenance, etc. 


You will then have to calculate how 


much you'll need to cover the cost of 
maintaining your household. Be care- 
ful to include everything. Rents, mort- 
gages, food, automobile, medical, life, 
hospital insurance, 
children's ex- 


penses, clothing, education, medical 
care. 


How much a lawyer will charge de- 


pends upon the amount of time and 
work involved. The more agreeable 
you and your husband are about 
alimony and support arrangements 
the less expensive your divorce suit 
will be. 


YOUR LAWYER WILL probably 


expect you to pay a small retainer 
fee. He or she also has the right to bill 
you for other expenses, but may 
choose to get a court order so that 
your husband will pay. In the mean- 
time, your lawyer will probably ask 
the court to have your husband pay 
temporary alimony and support while 
the divorce case is pending. 


These and other matters will be dis- 


cussed between you and your attor- 
ney. 


I suggest that you ask your friends 


and relatives — especially those who 
have been divorced, to recommend a 
lawyer to you. Good luck!

This type 'heartburn' 
can often be avoided 


Dear Dr. Lamb — For the past several months I have been 


having burning pain in the pit of my stomach. It even wakes me up 
at flight. I thought 1 had an ulcer but the doctor took Xrays and 
said I didn't have an ulcer but I do hive a hernia into my chest. 
He called It a hlatal hernia. 


He put me on some medicine for the acid in my stomach but that 


is all the medicine he gave me. Should I be taking something else? 
Also what else should I be doing? I have read about this condition 
before In your columns but I didn't save them and now I need the 
information. 


Dear Header — That burning in the pit of your stomach is caused 


by the contents in your stomach leaking out of the top of your 
stomach into the lower esophagus (food tube) where it connects 
to the stomach. Technically it is called esophageal reflux. 


Normally there is a valve-like closure mechanism that closes the 


stomach to prevent the backward leak, When a part of your stom- 
ach herniates through the diaphragm the closure mechanism be- 
comes faulty and the leak occurs. • 


Your doctor gave you antacids to neutralize the acid in your 


stomach. This helps to prevent the acid burn of the lower eso- 
phagus that is causing the symptoms. Some people call this "heart- 
burn." 


UNLESS THE doctor felt you needed a sedative for nervousness, 


it is not necessary to take any other medicine for this condition. 
The rest of the treatment is based on your life style. 


The number of things you should do is more detailed than I can 


cover here so I am sending you The Health Letter number 4-8 on 
Hlatal Hernia, Esophageal Reflux. This condition occurs in about 
half the people older than SO, Others who need this information can 
send their request in with SO cents and a long, stamped,.self-ad- 
dressed envelope for mailing.

It is important that you learn to sleep with the head of your bed 


elevated about 10 inches, If you can keep your chest up, the con- 
tents of the stomach are not likely to leak out. 


TRY TO EAT small meals. The stomach will empty faster this 


way. The less there is in the stomach the less chance there will be 
of a backward leak into the lower esophagus. You may find it helps 
to eat five or six small meals a day instead of three larger ones. 


Always allow some time for the stomach to empty before you lie 


down after eating. A good rule is to wait at least two hours after 
eating before going to bed or lying down. With five or six small 
meals a day that doesn't leave much time for lying down. 


Don't wear anything that constricts your abdomen. If you are 


squeezed around the waist it compresses your stomach and this will 
literally squeeze the acid contents of the stomach up and into the 
lower esophagus and cause burning, 


Belts and girdles are the chief offenders. You would be surprised 


how many men wear trousers that are several inches too small 
around the waist, 


It is important to protect your lower esophagus from burning 


irritation. Chronic irritation can lead to scarring and even obstruct-. 
Ion. You can avoid these complications and feel more comfortable 
with some sensible changes in your life style and proper use of 
antacids,

Mention "flank steak" to a young homemaker and the chances 


are you'll get a blank look. Years ago flank steak was the only 
meat used for London Broil. Flank is a lean cut and can be a 
luscious party dish, 


Winifred Roth is an expert with it and when she makes it, she 


does two at once, freezing one. But here's how to do her stuffed 
flank steak with just one. 


Ask the butcher to score a good-sized piece (two pounds or 


more). Marinate it for a few hours (overnight is fine) in one table- 
spoon of chopped onion, one tablespoon vinegar, two to three table- 
spoons oil and either a small clove of garlic or a tiny sprinkling of 
garlic salt. 


AFTER MARINATING, salt the meat well and roll up with any 


favorite bread dressing, securing the roll with skewers and then 
tying the string. Dredge with flour and brown In a little oil. Then 
add half a can of consomme or half a cup of bouillon, and the 
marinade. Using the same casserole or pot In which the meat was 
browned, bake for two hours at 350.

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Artistry wins over belligerence 


What if you were watching the Indianapolis 500 and suddenly a 


car about to be passed turned sideways and slammed into the cat- 
going by it and rammed it into the wall? 


Would you like to see Jimmy Connors leap over the net and bury 


his racket in the head of Manuel Orantes? Supposing the jockey on 
Bold Forbes reached out with a pole and tripped Elocutionist? 
Supposing Richard Dunn pulled a knife on Muhammad Mi? What if 
a pitcher threw a rock at a batter? Or the batter carried his bat to 
first base to hammer the first baseman out of his way and Into 
dropping the ball? Football is violent, but the players aren't issued 
sticks going on the field. Can you imagine basketball if the guards 
had piano wires, or the forwards brass knuckles? 


When the Philadelphia Flyers got beat in four straight in the 


recently Stanley Cup finals. It was a bigger victory for the National 
Health and Safety Council than it was for the Montreal Canadiens. 
You have to go back lo the stamping out of yellow fever in the 
Panama Canal Zone to find a bigger medical victory. 


The Philadelphia Flyers, you see, had infected a whole sport, 


maybe a whole fabric of sport. Their initial philosophy seemed to 
be "if you can't beat "em, beat 'em up." 


Hockey is supposed to be a contest of skating. But the Phila- 


delphia Flyers had, like, the fourth or fifth-best skaters in the 
league. So. instead of hitting the puck, they began hitting easier-to- 
get targets — people. "It's getting so a player would rather go in a 
dark cellar with a lion than go in the corners with a Philadelphia 
Flyer," an official told me at an All-Star game in Chicago two 
years ago. 


The Flyers became known as the "Broad Street Bullies," "The 


Jim Murray 


Mean Machine from the City of Brotherly Slug," and "The Firing 
Squad." Newspapers began sending their fight writers to cover 
Flyers' games. 


The rest of the league couldn't stop them. So the district attorney 


of Toronto took the ice against them, hauled four of them into court 
on assault charges. They piled up more penalties in minutes than 
the Nuremberg defendants. 


The Flyers reveled in their new reputation. "We take the shortest 


route to the puck and arrive in ill humor," is the way their best 
player, Bobby Clarke, explained. "This isn't the Ice Capades, after 
all," chimed in coach Fred Shero. 


Of course, neither was it Gestapo headquarters. But it succeeded. 


Pretty soon, Philadelphia's bullyboys were at the gates of Paris, 
then marching down Champs Elysees.

they skate flat on their backs? Or, how good could they be skating 
through blood? 


When the Montreal Canadiens skated through, around, past and 


over the high-stickers from Philadelphia, you had to feel it was a 
triumph of artistry over belligerence, finesse over malevolence. 
The bully got sand in his eyes, for a change. Paris was liberated. 
The highest court in the land had punished mayhem — the Stanley 
Cup.

Roaring 2l's, As a-matter of fact, it 
was just 10 short years ago, when a 
houso in the Northwest suburbs with 
three bedrooms, two baths, basement, 
garage and rec room could be pur- 
chased for under $24,000, It was also 
the time when 1 walked into Paddock 
Publications for the first time and ap- 
plied for a job as a Sportswriter. 


A decade ago: It's sometimes hard 


to believe that so many years could 
pass by so quickly: that so many ath- 
letes and their endeavors could have 
danced across the prep sports,scene 
and disappeared into the record 
books, where only an occational refer- 
ence out of curiosity or comparison 
would jar them fleetlngly back to life. 


The Herald has been very much in- 


fluenced by the transition. In 1966 
there was only one edition of the pa- 
per a week. The sports staff was 
about half its present size with far 
fewer schools and more limited athlet- 
ic programs to cover. Girls sports 
were virtually non-existent on an in- 
terschool level and state tournaments 
were invariably one-class arrange- 
ments. 


Hair styles were much much short- 


er back then and dress wear was a 
great deal less casual. Even speech 
and the written word were of a gener- 
ally more conservative tone. 


Yes. the 1968-67 season. Arlington 


had just arrived 01. the Mid-Suburban 
League scene an.d they made their en- 
try a conspicuous one. Led by all- 
stater Steve Allen. Cardinal football 
and basketball teams both rolled to 
circuit champioshlps. 


Greg Luzinski was playing ball with 


the Lions Legion squad back then and 
Dave Kingman was teaming with 
Tom Lundstedt to provide Prospect 
fans with many memorable moments 
on the basektball court and baseball 
diamond. 


Palatine's Bill Bahnfleth repeated 


ns a state track champion in the 440 
white Prospect's gym team finished 
third in Illinois and Hedblrd Brad 
Somers brought home a third place 
medal from the state wrestling finals. 


It was a good year . . . an inter- 


esting one ... 
and an exciting one. 


Many of the coaches are still around. 


Some of the participants have gone 
off to school, and returned to tutor 
others. 


Jon Hitman is one of those making 


the conversion from student to teach- 
er, from athlete to coach over the 
past decade. In '06 he was a two-time 
all-conference fullback at Wheeling. 
NoW he is an instructor in the social 
science department at Buffalo Grove, 
and an assistant Bison football and 
swimming mentor. 


What changes has he seen over the 


past 10 years? "The kids today are 
more sophisticated," explained the ar- 
ticulate Northwestern grad. "In gen- 
eral, I would say the turmoil of the 
late BO's has brought about a society 
today where high school students are 
accepting less at face value. 


"The growth of the area has had a 


lot to do with the transition too," he 
continued "by affording access to a 
much wider range of programs and 
activities." 


Hittman feels the lure of the area 


has attracted a higher calibre of in- 
structor and that the schools have 
done much to foster a more accessible 
educational system. 


"Educators have gone a long way 


toward making schools more commu- 
nity oriented . . . toward making them 
a focal.point for people of all ages, 
with a broad range of interests. It's 
quite likely this has trimmed away 
some'marginal athletes, but only by 
providing them with other places to 
concentrate their interests." 


Hittman views the whole trend with 


mixed emotions. 


"Placing less emphasis on athletics 


isn't unhealthy if here are alternate 
directions to take" he said, "but I 
sometimes feel we're a little remiss in 
providing this coming generation with 
too much freedom and perhaps mak- 
ing available too many choices of di- 
rection. The kids are more sophis- 
ticated but no more intelligent than 
they were 10 years go. Our responsi- 
bilities to provide leadership and the 
proper direction should be similar to 
those provided us." 


Some profound thoughts perhaps 


frpm a young man who only a few 
years ago was grounding out yardage 
for the Wheeling Wildcats. Clocking 
out after a decade on the high school 
scene, this writer, can only muse 
about the faces he'll be covering from 
the sidelines next fall and where their 
heads will be 10 years from now.

NEW. YORK (UPI) — Hank Iba 


coached the United States basketball 
team in three Olympics and won 26 of 
27 games, good for two gold medals. 


But he will long be remembered (or 


the one game he did not win — the 
final match of the 1972 games in Mun- 
ich which snapped a 6a-game U.S. 
winning streak and a string of seven 
gold medals. It was the only game a 
U.S. team has lost in Olympic com- 
petition. 


"I don't even talk about it," said 


Iba of the 51-50 setback.at the hands 
of Russia. "I think everybody who 
saw that game knows what hap- 
pened." 


What happened was the American 


team being victimized by shoddy offi- 
ciating. With three seconds' left on the 
clock, Doug Collins hit a pair of free 
throws to give the U.S. a 50-49 lead. 
The Russians inbounded the ball but 
failed to score. 


The officials, however, set the clock 


back to three seconds and gave the 
Russians a second chance at victory, 
explaining that time had been called 
by the Russian coach during Collins' 
free throws. The time out was later 
found to be illegal. 


The Soviet Union again inbounded 


the ball and failed to score, but the 
clock did not start and the officials 
again gave the ball back to the Rus-

Of course we were able to fill in with 
Tommy Burleson, who has really be- 
come a fine pro athlete, but he was 
not as far along as Jones was in Mun- 
ich." 


Iba said over the course of his three 


Olympiads, he found it necessary to 
scout the individual referees as thor- 
oughly a's the teams involved in the 
competition. Sometimes, he says, the 
players have to adjust their game 
more to the referee than to the opposi- 
tion. 


"You have to understand the offi- 


cials and know how they are going to 
call a game," Iba explained. "Not 
many really, really understand the 
rules. Some make up' their minds be- 
fore they even make the call. 


"Some officials let your forwards go 


through the lane and others will im- 
mediately count off the three seconds. 
One official will call you for charging 
and another won't Some give the ball 
handler the extra step. You have to 
know what you're up against. 


"The officials are just as much a 


factor in the games as the two teams. 
On any given night a certain individ- 
ual has a tendency to lean in a direc- 
tion other than the game in hand." 


Iba said the competing teams do not 


have a say in the officiating assign- 
ments until the semifinal round when 


"it becomes a political deal. 


"You'd better have a good spokes- 


man for your team and one who 
knows the ability of all the men who 
m i g h t be refereeing those ball 
games," warned Iba. "But the Ameri- 
can athlete can adapt his game very 
quickly to the situation. It takes more 
than a referee to beat the American 
kids." 


Iba 
-s conferred a number of 


times with current 'U.S. basketball 
coach Dean Smith, advising him of. 
the good and bad that awaits him in 
Montreal in July. 


"If I had talked to Hank Iba before 


i I took the job," quipped Smith of his 


predecessor, "I probably would have 
told them my health was bad. 


"I have great respect for Mr. 
Iba. 


He has the experience and we should 
certainly learn something from men 
like him. 


"He warned me of some problems 


I'll have," Smith added, "Problems 
that you don't find in college. At 
North Carolina, I make up the sched- 
ule, call the practices, get my own 
kids — everything.

ROCK ISLAND, 111. — The gray clouds hung low, and the air was 


misty here Monday morning as Americans gathered on Memorial 
Day to salute their relatives who are buried in Rock Island Nation- 
al Cemetery. 


They placed floral wreathes upon their loved ones' graves. And 


before each marker, there stood a tiny American flag. 


Some who came here Monday morning knelt before the graves in 


quiet silence for as long as one hour. 


Most paid their respects in private. But all of them shared in one 


man's glory, that of Frank Peter Witek. 


A SPECIAL Bicentennial gravestone recently was placed into the 


earth at plot 72 in section E of the cemetery. It stands a few inches 
higher than other markers, and the stone reads: 


FRANK P. 


WITEK 


Medal of Honor 


PFC 


U.S. Marine Corps 


World War II 
Dec. 19,1921 
Aug. 3,1044 


Wltek's gravestone was fashioned from white marble. Its deeply 


etched letters and numbers are highlighted in gold, as befits a 
Congressional Medal of Honor recipient. 


Nearly three months are past since The Herald, in this column, 


helped the Veterans Administration locate Frank Peter Witek's 
relatives. 


The VA could not place Frank's new gravestone without family 


approval. It also could not find the family. The Herald found his 
two brothers and two sisters in Chicago. 


John and Paul Witek, and their sisters, Stephanie Musolff and 


Jean Christy, attended ceremonies here Monday, along with Paul's 
wife, Clara, and Jean's daughter, Linda. 


Years pass, and people continue leading their lives, but; to his 


brothers and sisters, Frank is more than just a memory. He's part 
of their daily lives. 


FRANK PETER WITEK was a United States Marine from Chi- 


cago, an American hero, a credit to his family and nation. 


When other Marines retreated to safety that Aug. 3, 1944, on 


Guam, PFC Witek advanced, fired his weapons at Japanese soldiers 
and ensured that his fellow Americans would be safe. Then he was 
struck by a rifleman's bullet and killed. 


They are all heroes, every man who was buried In Rock Island 


National Cemetery. In times of crisis, during wars many years 
apart, they answered their nation's call. 


But among the 11,000 men interred here, PFC Frank Peter Witek 


is the only Medal of Honor recipient. 


Midway through the Memorial Day ceremonies, Capt. Donald L. 


Dlckerson U.S. Marine Corps, stood erect at the red, white and blue 
bedecked podium to recite the Medal of Honor citation for Frank 
Witek. 


This is the story of an American fighting man: 
". . . WHEN HIS RIFLE platoon was halted by heavy surprise 


fire from well-camouflaged enemy positions, PFC Witek daringly 
remained standing to fire a full magazine from his automatic 
(rifle) at point-blank range into a depression housing Japanese 
troops, killing eight of the enemy and enabling the greater part of 
his platoon to take cover. 


"During his platoon's withdrawal for consolidation of lines, he 


remained to safeguard a severely wounded comrade, courageously 
returning the enemy's fire until the arrival of stretcher bearers, 
and then covering the evacuation by sustained fire as he moved 
backward toward his own lines. 


"With his platoon again pinned down by a hostile machine gun, 


PFC Witek, on his own initiative, moved foward boldly to the 
reinforcing tanks and infantry, alternately throwing hand grenades 
and firing as he advanced to within five to 10 yards of the enemy 
position, and destroying the hostile machine gun emplacement and 
an additional eight Japanese before he himself was struck down by 
an enemy rifleman. 


"His valiant and inspiring action effectively reduced the enemy's 


fire power, thereby enabling his platoon to attain its objective, and 
reflects the highest credit upon PFC Witek and the United States 
Naval Service. 


"He gallantly gave his life for his country." 
Thirty-two years later, Frank Peter Witek's countrymen paused 


to honor an American hero. 


For John and Paul Witek, and Jean Christy and Stephanie 


Musolff, this was a Memorial Day to join together and remember 
their brother, Frank, who had always told his mother to be proud, 
for her son was a United States Marine. 


Northern Ireland: 


Peaceful coexistence seems as far away as ever

BELFAST,'Northern Ireland (UPI) 


— The frail old lady pushed her way 
through the mid-afternoon shoppers 
along bomb-scarred Royal Avenue. 


"When are we going to get peace?" 


she demanded of the bespectacled 
man talking to a British army officer 
at a security checkpoint. 


"I honestly don't know luv," replied 


Merlyn Bees, Britain's chief minister 
in Northern Ireland. "I wish I did, but 
I just don't know." 


His words echoed the feeling of near 


hopelessness evident at official level 
and in the teeming ghettoes on both 
sides of the religious divide in North- 
ern Ireland. 


"We've got so used to the bombing 


now," siad Sarah Rourke, a 25-year- 
old Roman Catholic housewife," "It is 
hard to imagine it any other way." 


Across the "peace line" which di- 


vides the two communities, a Protes- 
tant housewife, Hilda Wormans, felt 
the same way. 


"MY KIDS HAVE grown up under 


violence; it looks as if they will grow 
old under it," she said. 


After nearly seven years of blood- 


shed, Northern Ireland today seems 
as far away as ever from peaceful 
coexistence between the Protestant 
majority and the Roman Catholic mi- 
nority. 


Nearly 1,500 persons have 
been 


killed, tens of thousands injured. 
Property damage has run into mil- 
lions of dollars each year. 


"I don't see an end to it," said Ken 


Reville, a city store manager. "The 
real danger is that the worst was still 
to come." 


Despite a vast new security system 


girdling the city center, the bombers 
have virtually laid siege to Belfast. 


"There is no foolproof system," a 


senior British officer said. "We can 
make it more difficult for the bomb- 
ers, but stopping them altogether, 
that is a different matter." 


When the violence started seven 


years ago, the pattern was clearly 
recognizable. It has its roots in tiie 
sectarian strife that began in the 17th 
century, when England's Queen Eliza- 
beth I handed over the lands of Irish 
earls to English and Scottish Protes- 
tants. 


AFTER NORTHERN Ireland was 


established as a state in 1920 by an 
act of the British parliament, commu- 
nal strife reached new levels. 


The Roman Catholics, about one- 


third of the 1.5 million population, felt 
themselves arbitrarily cut off from 
their co-religionists in the south, in a 
state run by the Protestant majority. 


Herded together in ugly ghettoes, 


deprived of many job opportunities 
and treated with suspicion and hostil- 
ity, Roman Catholics nurtured the 
seeds of hatred. 


When the lid blew off in 1369 it 


came under the guise of civil rights 


AFTER NEARLY seven years of bloodshed, North- 
ern Ireland today seems as far away as ever from 
peaceful coexistence between the protesfant major- 
ity and the Roman Catholic minority.

demands by the Roman Catholics. 


The demands were at first regis- 


tered with all the power of the state. 
When they were conceded, it was too 
late. 


Already the struggle had changed. 


New slogans appeared. New objec- 
tives were sought. The Irish Republi- 
can Army, outlawed on both sides of 
the Irish border, stepped from the 
shadows. 


Its chief target was the British 


army, rushed to the north in 1969 to 
keep peace. 


SINCE THEN, Northern Ireland has 


moved swiftly along the twin paths of 
violence — bloody urban guerrilla war 
of bombs and bullets interwoven with 
brutal sectarian assassination. 


On Feb. 10,1975, the IRA announced 


a cease-fire, seeking to encourage 
Britain to withdraw all British forces 
from Ireland. 


But the truce seemed to be little 


more than a word formula. In i*s first 
12 months, 325 persons were killed 
and British authorities blamed the 
IRA for sporadic bomb attacks on the 
British mainland. 


Despite evidence to the contrary, 


the IRA maintains it is still in a 
cease-fire posture. 


"No one will be in any doubt if and 


when we call it off," one IRA leader 
said recently. 


But already there are hints from 


IRA sources on both sides of the bor- 
der of an "Easter bomb blitz" in Brit- 
ain to coincide with the 60th anni- 
versary of the 1916 Dublin rising 
against British rule. 


The formal announcement of a 


cease-fire has brought undoubted ad- 
vantages to the IRA. British troops 
have generally maintained a low pro- 
file in Roman Catholic areas. Search 
and arrest operations have been cut 
back. 
Known 
IRA leaders 
have 


emerged openly without fear of ar- 
rest. 


BUT VALUED ABOVE all by the 


IRA is the continued contact which 
the British 
government maintains 


with it through its Northern Ireland 
Office, despite strong pressure from 
Protestants in the north and from the 
Dublin government. 


This has given the IRA invaluable 


prestige among ghetto citizens. 


At the moment a political vacuum 


exists, British officials say they have 
no plans for any further political in- 
itiatives. Every attempt to set up a 
political system acceptable to both 
communities has failed. 


No one attempts to hide the poten- 


tial for large-scale violence in the pre- 
sent set up. 


"It is playing into the hands of the 


paramilitary groups," said one Ro- 
man Catholic politician. "It demon- 
strates that the politicians have failed 
and that the gun may succeed." 


Militant Protestants have formed 


"Action Councils" to fight direct rule, 
if necessary by force. 


"If we accept direct rule we are be- 


traying ourselves," said Ernest Baird, 
a Protestant politician. 


The IRA, while maintaining its mo- 


mentum of violence, seems content to 
allow Protestant militants to carry 
the immediate fight against direct 
rule. 


"OUR GOALS may be different, but 


our immediate aim of an end to Brit- 
ish intervention is the same," an IRA 
' leader said. 


Britis'h officials have settled into a 


waiting game, hoping the obvious eco- 
nomic disadvantages of rule from 
London will force the politicians to un- 
lock their positions. 


But in the narrow, twisting streets 


of working class Belfast, there is a 
feeling tbe power to chart the future 
may be fast slipping from the hands 
of the politicians. 


Justice Dept. drafts busing bill 


'WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Jus- 


tice Department has drafted a bill 
that would set limits on busing and 
other remedies that federal courts or- 
der in school desegregation cases, a 
spokesman said Tuesday. 


Atty. Gen. Edward II. Levi was pre- 


paring to send the White House a 
draft bill which would limit the re- 
medies to correcting 
official dis- 


criminatory acts of school boards, 
said Public Information Director Rob- 
ert J. Havel. 


One issue of the busing controversy 


has been court use of busing to cor- 
racial imbalance in schools that result 
from housing patterns or other causes 
that cannot be traced to official acts 
of discrimination 


Havel said Levi discussed this ap- 


proach when he was considering inter- 
vening in the Boston school case. Levi 
decided last Saturday against that ac- 
tion, at least until the Supreme Court 
decides whether to review the case. 


Levi's bill, Havel said, "would re- 


create the situation which would have 
existed in schools absent official dis- 
criminatory acts by school boards." 


One issue already raised in appeals 


of the Boston case was that busing 
was ordered to correct racial inbal- 
ance that resulted from racial hous- 
ing patterns as well as cliscriminalory 
official acts. 


The contested busing orders of U.S. 


District Judge W. Arthur Garrity Jr. 
provided a systemwide remedy. One 
of four appeals already filed with the 
Supreme Court argued the official 
acts did not affect the entire system. 


Havel said Levi's bill "approaches 


the problem along the lines" that Levi 
and Solicitor General Robert H. Bork 


discussed while they were considering 
intervening in the Boston case. 


Levi and Bork had considered inter- 


vening by filing a memorandum with 
the Supreme Court in the appeal of 
the Boston Home and School Associ- 
ation, an umbrella organization for 
the city's parent-teacher associations. 


This appeal said Judge Garrity found 


the Boston School Committee, or 
school board, had taken action affect- 
ing about 50 of the city's 162 public 
schools. It said other schools were af- 
fected solely by housing patterns, 
some dating back 100 years. 


No push for Hays to quit: Albert 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Speaker 


Carl Albert said Tuesday he would not 
try to persuade Rep. Wayne Hays to 
resign his powerful post as chairman 
of the Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee. 


Albert, in his first formal meeting 


with the press since May 21, refused 
comment on the case of the Ohio 
Democrat and Elizabeth Ray, the 33- 
year-old blonde who alleged that Hays 
p.ut her on the federal payroll to be 
his mistress. 


However, Albert did describe as 


news to him a published report that a 
room in the Capitol building under his 
control was used for sex orgies. 


Time magazine reported the FBI 


was checking reports that Miss Ray 
and other women participated in sex 
orgies in "The Board of Education" 
room on the first floor of the Capitol. 


"If it's true I never haard of it be- 


fore and I don't believe it is true," 
Albert said. 


The room often is used by House 


members and private groups, with 
permission of the speaker's office, for 
closed meetings. 


The room got its name under Speak- 


er Sam Rayburn, who held strategy 
sessions there and "educated" new 
members as well as congressmen re- 
luctant to support him legislatively. 


Albert said demands by some mem- 


bers that Hays should at least resign 
his chairmanship of the campaign 
committee — which provides funds to 
members' 
election 
campaigns ,,— 


"should be left to the members of the 
campaign committee to decide" and 
that he would not intervene. 


Hays spent the Memorial Day holi- 


days in his hometown of Bannock, 


Ohio, where constituents gave him a 
friendly and forgiving welcome. 


Democratic House Leader Thomas 


P. O'Neill said earlier he planned to 
"have a talk" with' Hays. 


The House Ethics Committee sched- 


uled a Wednesday meeting to consider 
an investigation of Miss Ray's allega- 


• tions. 


In Atlanta, Sen. Herman E. Tal- 


madge, D-Ga., said Hays' conduct 
was "a national disgrace" and called 
for Ohio voters to take "corrective ac- 
tion" against him in next week's 
primary. 


The Capitol Hill Women's Caucus in 


Washington complained that the high- 
ly publicized Hays-Ray affair projects 
a "false image" of women employed 
by Congress. 


FEA survives preliminary House test 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Feder- 


al Energy Administration survived a 
preliminary test in the House Tues- 
day, but not without the loss of mil- 
lions of dollars from its budgets 'for 
conservation and solar energy. 


The House debated a bill to extend 


the FEA for three more years and to 
authorize about a quarter-billion dol- 
lars to run it in Fiscal Year 1977. 


House members rejected, by voice 


vote, one amendment that would have 
let the FEA lapse June 30, and anoth- 
er'that would have kept it alive 15 


months more, after which its duties 
would be spread among existing fed- 
eral agencies. 


The House adopted an amendment 


to cut $37.4 million from the FEA's 
conservation and environment budget. 
That action reversed the vote of the 
Commerce Committee, which had 
tacked the extra money on to spur the 
FEA to.greater conservation efforts. 
H o u s e members also approved 
amendments slashing $2.9 million 
from FEA solar energy work and 
$238,000 from its public relations 
budget. 


Rep. Patricia Schroeder, D-Colo., 


wanted the House to let the FEA close 
down June 30, when its existing legal 
authorization ends. 


"The FEA has expanded its ten- 


tacles into all sorts of other things," 
she said. She asked the House to do 
away with the tradition that "you can 
never kill an agency — they just go 
on and on." 


Rep. Joe D. Waggonner Jr., D-La., 


said he does not sympathize with the 
FEA, but in it, "at least you have all 
the trash in one pile. I think the FEA 
is administering trash..."

Andy sends (he Encyclopaedia Brit- 


annJca's 1976 Yearbook of Science and 
the Future to Maureen Ann Kovach, 
11, of Youngstown, Ohio, lor her ques- 
tion: 
MOW FAST CAN A ROADRUNNER 
RUN? 


To many folks a cuckoo is the bird 


that pops out of a clock to herald time 
changes with his mechanical "coo- 
coo." Surprisingly enough, there is a 
large clan of birds that are true-to-life 
cuckoos, and it is to this group that 
the legendary roadrunner belongs. 
And when the roadrunner moves, he 
doesn't confine himself to jumping out 
of clocks — he goes from hither to 
yon using his powerful legs rather 
than his wings. 


With two toes pointing forward and 


two toes pointing back, the roadrun- 
ner's x-slgnature marks the spot 
where he has been. And where he has 
been is generally the case,-for this 
bird Is known for his running prowess 
and never mind his wings. 


If Andy were to list his favorite 


birds, the roadrunner would surely 
have to be close to the top. This feath- 
ered spear of the Southwestern United 
States seems to have a special kinship 
with the people of the deserts and arid 
bushlands where he lives. His likeness

can be found on totem poles, leather 
jackets, dishes, sports cars and even 
as an Insignia in such far flung places 
as Vietnam and Korea. 


From the tip of his long, pointed 


beak to the end of his long, expressive 
tail, the roadrunner may measure up 
to 24 inches. On his head he wears a 
crest of black and white feathers that 
match his body and wings. His dark 
eyes are surrounded by a patch of 
blue or red skin. 


The roadrunner has short, rounded 


wings, and while he is capable of fly- 
ing he prefers life on the ground. He 
la a natural hunter and his prey is 
almost anything that moves. Lizards, 
scorpions, tarantulas, mice, small 
birds and all kinds of insects are fair 
game for him. Bursts of speed up to 
15 m.p.h. make short work of his daily 
dashes for food. 


Speed is not this bird's only claim to 


fame. He is also known for his skill as 
a snake killer. He manages this diffi- 
cult and tricky task by charging the 
snake, first from one direction and 
then another. Gradually the snake 
grows weary of dodging maneuvers 
and finally attempts to escape. How- 
ever, as soon as he turns away, the 
roadrunner is there in a flash, seizing 
the snake by the back of the head. A 


few thumps on the ground and the 
snake is ready to be swallowed head 
first. 


Nesting time finds Mr. and Mrs. 


Roadrunner building their nest of 
sticks in bushes, low trees or even a 
cactus plant. Not being too fussy, they 
line it with bits and pieces of anything 
available, including snakeskins, feath- 
ers or bits of straw. Two to- nine 
chalky white eggs are laid in the nest, 
and both mothet and father take turns 
incubating them.

Along with our sense of smell, the 


taste buds on our tongue allow us to 
experience «n almost endless variety 
of flavors. There are about 3,000 taste 
buds, so small they can be seen only 
with the help of a powerful micro- 
scope. Doctors and other experts be- 
lieve there are four different types of 
these little buds — sweet, sour, bitter 
and salt. The buds for these primary 
tastes are apparently grouped in spe- 
cial places. The tip of the tongue 
picks out all favors, but particularly 
salt and sweet. Sour substances are 
best tasted along the sides of the

out a cooperative plan to attack 
mounting drug and alcohol problems 
in Busse Woods in Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve.

Frank Church and Reagan took ear- 


ly leads In Montana. 


Carter, the frontrunner for the 


Democratic nomination despite five 
losses in the last nine primaries be- 
fore Tuesday's elections, slopped Mor- 
ris Udall in South Dakota. 


Lute Tuesday, the primaries looked 


like this: 


• South Dakota: With 90 per cent of 


the precincts reporting, Reagan had 
35,747 or 50 per cent and 10 delegates 
while Ford had 31,790 or 45 per cent 
and 10 delegates. Carter had 21,272 or 
41 per cent and was leading for nine 
delegates while Udall had 17,343 or 33 
per cent and seven delegates. 


• Rhode Island: With 99 per cent of 


the precincts reporting, Ford had 
9,146 or 66 per cent and was leading 


for 19 delegates while Reagan had 
4,309 or 31 per cent and no delegates. 
The uncommitted delegate slate won 
18,351 or 31 per cent of the vote and 
nine delegates; Carter had 17,669 or 
30 per cent and seven delegates. 
Church had 16,231 or 28 per cent and 
six delegates.

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Could ruin forests 
Moth's appetite threatens area

The suburban insect population has 


a newcomer that could "change the 
whole forest area of northern Illinois" 
in three to four years unless it is 
checked. 


The unwelcome guest is the gypsy 


moth, whose larvae have been known 
to defoliate entire East Coast forests 
and towns in a single season. 


"The situation isn't bad, not yet. 


But if it goes three or four years, the 
potential is certainly there," said Nor- 
man Seaborg, a plants and pesticides 
specialist with the Illinois Dept. of Ag- 


riculture's bureau of plant protection. 


SO FAR, THE gypsy moth in- 


festation is limited to 1,000 acres of 
woodlands near south suburban Palos 
Park. 


Seaborg said the moth, a pest for 


more than a century in the East, 
probably came to the area as a 
hitchhiker. 


"The gypsies are 
a> problem be- 


cause we are a mobile people. A va- 
cationer could have picked up a cater- 
pillar or a female moth that was 
loaded with eggs on the East Coast 
and brought it back here in a car or a 


camper," he said. 


The moth's caterpillars are vo- 


racious eaters. One small caterpillar 
can eat up to one square foot of 
leaves per day. 


"When you multiply that by the mil- 


lions of larvae, you have some idea of 
the problem they cause," Seaborg 
said. 


ON THE EAST COAST, and espe- 


cially in New Jersey, Seaborg said the 
pest is too well established for scien- 
tists to fight it. In 1973, for example, 
almost 2 million acres of trees fell to 
the larvae's appetite.

The caterpillar, the 
creature that does the damage, is 
about two inches long and "colorful 
and pretty," Seaborg said. 


The caterpillar, like the adult, how- 


ever, is similar in apperance to other 
species, he said. 


SEABORG SAID the next three to 


four years will tell if the gypsy moth 
has established a firm hold in tbe 
area, which happens to be a perfect 
breeding ground. 


"It usually starts in suburbs and 


then moves out to the forests. If it 
does get established, it will com- 
pletely change the whole forest area 
oi northern Illinois," he said. 


Even if Illinois does meet the chal- 


lenge, the pest still will be around. 
There are reports of moth infestations 
in "much wider areas" of Michigan 
and Seaborg said the pest has been 
sighted in Wisconsin.

Lake County sheriff asks

Lake County Sheriff E. J. (Chick) 


La Magdeleine is trying to get a tax 
referendum on the November ballot 
that would eliminate the manpower 
shortage in his department 


But -the sheriff said he isn't very 


hopeful lhat the referendum will pass 


"The people who really want and 


need the additional protection wbn't 
be able to get it through because they 
live in unincorporated, less populated, 
areas of the county. The people in the 
municipalities have their own police 
departments and don't realize the sev- 
erity of the needs elsewhere," La- 
Magdeleine said. 


A severe need does exist, 'he said. 


He 'said sometimes persons have to 
wait almost 45 minutes for an answer 
to a call, especially in the outer areas 
of the county. 


"IF YOU HAVE a problem, that 


Une period can seem like a lifetime. 
We just can't do an adequate job with 
our present staff," La Magdeleine 
said. 


That staff consists of 46 highway pa- 


trolmen who answer calls and try to 
patrol approximately 147 square miles 
ot unincorporated Lake County. 


Five patrolmen usually work the 


day shift, 10 men work the evening 
shift and 10 work the late-evening 
shift. The sheriff said more men work 
the later shifts because those times 
are the busiest. 


If the referendum passed, La Mag- 


deleine said, he would be able to hire 
approximately 20 more men for the 
highway patrol. He said the additional 
men would solve the county's protec- 
tion problems. 


The proposed referendum would al- 


low the county board to levy a tax not 
to exceed .02 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of all taxable property in 
Lake County. Although the most re- 
cent valuation was not available, the 
total county valuation in 1973 was 
$1.95 billion. Using that valuation fig- 
ure, the maximum tax (.02 per cent) 
could raise an additional $390,000. The 
current budget for the department is 
$2.6 million. 


L A M A G D E L E I N E said that

In 1973, for example, 
almost 2 million acres of trees fell to 
the larvae's appetite. 


"I figure we have about a 50-50 


chance here. So far we have it pretty 
well pinpointed. We just might get it 
under control," he said. 


The battle against the moth can be 


won, despite the lack of success in 
New Jersey. North Carolina was one 
state that was able' to isolate and 
eradicate the insect before the forests 
fell, he said. 


In Illinois, Seaborg said pesticides 


are being used to fight the moths af- 
moth parasites failed to kill them. 


WHILE THE OAK is the moth's 


"most favorite food," Seaborg said 
the insect is very happy with a diet of 
apple trees, aspens, cedars, spruce 
and other trees. Part of the problem 
is that the gypsy moth often attacks 
trees planted to replce elms rotted by 
the Dutch elm disease. 


The moth is "nondescript," Seaborg 


said and difficult for the untained eye 
to identify. 


"It looks just like a lot of other 


moths," he said. The caterpillar, the 


creature that does the damage, is 
about two inches long and "colorful 
and pretty," Seaborg said. 


The caterpillar, like the adult, how- 


ever, is similar in apperance to other 
species, he said. 


SEABORG SAID the next three to 


four years will tell if the gypsy moth 
has established a firm hold in the 
area, which happens to be a perfect; 
breeding ground. 


"It usually starts in suburbs and 


then moves out to the forests. If it 
does get established, it will com- 
pletely change the whole forest area 
of northern Illinois," he said. 


Even if Illinois does meet the chal- 


lenge, the pest still will be around! 
There are reports of moth infestations 
in "much wider areas" of Michigan 
and Seaborg said the pest has been 
sighted in Wisconsin.

Could ruin forests 
Moth's appetite threatens area

The suburban insect population has 


a newcomer that could "change the 
whole forest area of northern Illinois" 
in three to four years unless it is 
checked. 


The unwelcome guest is ~ the gypsy 


moth, whose larvae have been known 
to defoliate entire East Coast forests 
and towns in a single season. 


"The situation isn't bad, not yet. 


But if it goes three or four years, the 
potential is certainly there," said Nor- 
man Seaborg, a plants and pesticides 
specialist with the Illinois Dept. of Ag- 
riculture's bureau of plant protection.

In Illinois, Seaborg said pesticides 


are being used to fight the moths af- 
moth parasites failed to kill them. 


WHILE THE OAK is the moth's

the insect is very happy with a diet of 
apple trees, aspens, cedars, spruce 
and other trees. Part of the problem 
is that the gypsy moth often 'attacks 
trees planted to replce elms rotted by 
the Dutch elm disease.

Ford wins Rhode Island

tion to find the city in contempt of the- 
high court's March 26 decision. MSD 
officials said Des Plaines, in filing the 
complaint before'the pollution board, 
cited a favorable circuit court ruling 
of September, 1975, which was over- 
turned by the Illinois supreme Court. 
That part of the complaint has been 
"modified" to exclude reference to 
the circuit court ruling, Murray said. '

Obscenity ruling won't affect laws 


A U.S. Appellate Court ruling Illi- 


nois' obscenity law unconstitutional is 
expected to have no affect on local 
obscenity ordinances in Hoffman Es- 
tates and Elk Grove Village. 


Edward Hofert, attorney for both 


villages, said obscenity ordinances in 
Hoffman Estates and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage are not based on the Illinois law 
held unconstitutional Friday by a pan- 
el of three federal judges. He said, 
however, he will study the ruling to 
determine if there is any conflict with 
local laws. 


The ruling said the law was vague 


and did not define obscenity. 


"The (local) ordinances were pri- 


marily based on existing decisions of 
the U.S. Supreme Court around 1974 
and 1975," Hofert said. "I would say 
off hand they will not be affected by 
(the Friday) decision." 


Elk Grove Village's anti-obscenity 


ordinance was adopted in an emer- 
ge n c y village board session in 
January 1974 and was used in an at- 
tempt to block the local showing of 
"The 
Devil in Miss Jones," an 


X-rated film. 


Hoffman Estate's ordinance, pat- 


terned after the Elk Grove Village 
law, was adopted in a special village 
board meeting in March 1975 after a 
local theater advertised the X-rated 
film "Emmanuelle." 


Hofert added that the recent court 


decision "was made by a trial court 
and can still be overturned."

Could ruin forests 
Moth's appetite threatens area 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The suburban insect population has 


a newcomer that could "change the 
whole forest area of northern Illinois" 
in three to four years unless it is 
checked. 


The unwelcome guest is the gypsy 


moth, whose larvae have been known 
to defoliate entire East Coast forests 
and towns in a single season. 


"The situation isn't bad, not yet. 


But if it goes three or four years, the 
potential is certainly there," said Nor- 
man Seaborg, a plants and pesticides 
specialist with the Illinois Dept. of Ag- 
riculture's bureau of plant protection. 


SO FAR, THE gypsy moth in- 


festation is limited to 1,000 acres of 
woodlands near south suburban Palos 
Park. 


Seaborg said the moth, a pest for 


more than a century in the East, 
probably came to the area as a 
hitchhiker. 


"The gypsies are a problem be- 


cause we are a mobile people. A va- 
cationer could have picked up a cater- 
pillar or a female moth that was 
loaded with eggs on the East Coast 
and brought it back here in a car or a 
camper," he said. 


The moth's caterpillars are vo- 


racious eaters. One small caterpillar 
can eat up to one square foot of 
leaves per day. 


"When you multiply that by the mil- 


lions of larvae, you have some idea of 
the problem they cause," Seaborg 
said. 


ON THE EAST COAST, and espe- 


cially in New Jersey, Seaborg said the 
pest is too well established for scien- 
tists to fight it. In 1973, for example, 
almost 2 million acres of trees fell to 
the larvae's appetite. 


"I figure we have about a 50-50 


chance here. So far we have it pretty 
well pinpointed. We just might get it 
under control," he said. 


The battle against the moth can be 


won, despite the lack of success in 
New Jersey. North Carolina was one 
state that was able to isolate and 
eradicate the insect before the forests 


fell, he said. 


In Illinois, Seaborg said pesticide's 


are being used to fight the moths af- 
moth parasites failed to kill them. 


WHILE THE OAK is the moth's 


"most favorite food," Seaborg said 
the insect is very happy with a diet of 
apple trees, aspens, cedars, spruce 
and other trees. Part of the problem 
is that the gypsy moth often attacks 
trees planted to replce elms rotted by 
the Dutch elm disease. 


The moth is "nondescript," Seaborg 


said and difficult for the untained eye 
to identify. 


"It looks just like a lot of other 


moths," he said. The caterpillar, the 
creature that does the damage, is 
about two inches long and "colorful 
and pretty," Seaborg said. 


The caterpillar, like the adult, how- 


ever, is similar in apperance to other 
species, he said. 


SEABORG SAID the next three to 


four years will tell if the gypsy moth 
has established a firm hold in tbe 


area, which happens to be a perfect 
breeding ground. 


"It usually starts in suburbs and 


then moves out to the forests. If it 
does get established, it will com- 
pletely change the whole forest area 
of northern Illinois," he said. 


Even if Illinois does meet the chal- 


lenge, the pest still will be around. 
There are reports of moth infestations 
in "much wider areas" of Michigan 
and Seaborg said the pest has been 
sighted in Wisconsin.

Palatine panel urges item pricing law

A mandatory item pricing ordi- 


nance that would take effect if two or 
more grocery stores in Palatine adopt 
a computerized checkout system will 
be recommended to the village board. 


The Palatine communications and 


public relations committee Tuesday 
' night voted 2-1 to approve the recom- 
mendation. Trustee Bryan P. Cough- 
lin cast the dissenting vote, saying he 
thought such legislation would stifle 
competition and may not be needed 
for at least two years. 


The proposed ordinance "calls for 


mandatory item pricing . . . should 
more than two stores remove prices 
from 30 per cent or more of items." 
In addition, the ordinance would re- 
quire all stores to notify the village 
officially when they move prices from 
20 per cent of the store items.

ly planned to use copper tubing but 
Bass told him it was okay to use plas- 
tics. He said he also is doing the 
plumbing for Conneely at a home at 
50 N. Oak St. but has not installed the 
plumbing because Bass called him "a 
couple of weeks ago" and told him to 
hold up on using plastic. He has not 
heard back from the village. 


Hollorn said he had never talked to 


Apida about the plastic plumbing. 


HARWIG SAID he has not had an 


opportunity to look at the building 
permits or plans for the four homes to 
learn if plastic plumbing is specified. 


No stop work order has been issued 


for the four buildings yet but Harwig 
said he did not know how it could be 
avoided. 


The plumbing code violations were 


brought to Harwig's attention Friday 


when Bass asked him to have the vil- 
lage board review a proposal to 
change the plumbing codes to permit 
the installation of plastic plumbing. 
Village code only permits installation 
of copper or cast iron plumbing. When 
Bass indicated there was some urgen- 
cy for the board to consider the mat- 
ter, Harwig learned the four houses 
had plastic plumbing installed. 


Plastic plumbing does conform with 


national building codes and is per- 
mitted in other Northwest suburbs, 
Harwig said. He added it is his under- 
standing the board considered alter- 
ing the building codes to permit plas- 
tic plumbing about six years ago and 
voted against it. 


Harwig said he would not bring the 


proposed change in building codes to 
permit plastic plumbing before the 
board until the current controversy is 
resolved and he has had a chance to 
review the technical data about plas- 
plumbing. 


"I DON'T THINK it would be time- 


ly ... the board should not be put in a 
compromising position," he said. 


Harwig said whether Bass' leave of

serve — Elk Grove Village, Hoffman 
Estates and Schaumburg — and rep- 
resentatives from the forest preserve, 
the Cook County Board, Illinois State 
police and Cook County Sheriff's po- 
lice.

Jimmy Carter, battling for the 


Democratic presidential nomination 
on the first ballot, won a key test in 
the South Dakota primary Tuesday 
but was stopped by a coalition of lib- 
erals in Montana and Rhode Island. 


Ronald Reagan, the conservative 


crusader from California, took a bad 
beating in Rhode Island but narrowly 
beat President Ford in South Dakota 
and held a commanding lead in Mon- 
tana. 


Carter handily turned back Morris 


Udall In South Dakota, once again 
denying the liberal Arizona congress- 
man his first primary victory. 


B u t Church, from neighboring 


Idaho, was trouncing Carter in Mon- 
tana to register his fourth win in five 
outings. 


Late Tuesday the primaries looked 


like this: 


• Montana: With 22 per cent of the 


p r e c i n c t s reporting, Reagan had 
12,589 or 57 per cent to Ford's 8,878 or 
41 per cent. Church had 18,586 or 62 
per cent and 11 delegates while Carter 
had 6,757 or 23 per cent and four dele- 
gates.

The weather will dictate if sprinkl- 


ing bans will be imposed on Palatine 
residents this summer. 


Robert Miller, public works direc- 


tor, said the amount of rainfall in the 
area during the spring and summer 
wilt be most Important In any decision 
restricting water use. 


"It all depends on the precipi- 


tation," Miller said when asked about 
the possibility of the village ordering 
sprinkling bans. Precipitation so far 
this year is slightly above normal, 
Miller said, but that provides no as- 
surance for a continued high level of 
rainfall, 


Village ordinance already restricts 


summer lawn sprinkling to provide 
that even-numbered houses water 
only on even-numbered days and odd- 
•umbwad bouse* sprinkle on .odd- 


numbered days, Miller said. 


In emergency situations where .wa- 


ter shortages become severe, the vil- 
lage will impose a sprinkling ban. 
Miller said in those cases, police will 
broadcast the. ban throughout village 
neighborhoods. 


A sprinkling ban was not imposed 


last summer but bans were in effect 
for one week in September 1974, for 
several days in September 1973 and 
for two days in June 1971. 


The village currently has eight 


wells in operation with a ninth well 
soon to be on-line in the water system. 
A 10th well also is planned at the Sell- 
ergren development, Northwest High- 
way and Hicks Road. 


Miller said the village pumps an av- 


erage of 3.65 million gallons of water 
a day. 


pest is too well established for scien- 
tists to fight it. In 1973, for example, 
almost 2 million acres of trees fell to 
the larvae's appetite.

The moth is "nondescript," Seaborg 


said and difficult for the untained eye 
to identify. 


"It looks just like a lot of other . 


moths," he said. The caterpillar, the 
creature that does the damage, is 
about two inches long and "colorful 
and pretty," Seaborg said.

Could ruin forests 
Moth's appetite threatens area 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The suburban insect population has 


a newcomer that could "change the 
whole forest area of northern Illinois" 
in three to four years unless it is 
checked. 


The unwelcome guest is the gypsy 


moth, whose larvae have been known 
to defoliate entire East Coast forests 
and towns in a single season. 


"The situation isn't bad, not yet. 


But if it goes three or four years, the 
potential is certainly there," said Nor- 
man Seaborg, a plants and pesticides 
specialist with the Illinois Dept. of Ag- 
riculture's bureau of plant protection. 


SO FAR, THE gypsy moth in- 


festation is limited to 1,000 acres of 
woodlands near south suburban Palos 
Park. 


Seaborg said the moth, a pest for 


more than a century in the East, 
probably came to the area as a 
hitchhiker. 


'"The gypsies are a problem be- 


cause we are a mobile people. A va- 
cationer could have picked up a cater- 
pillar or a female moth that was 
loaded with eggs on the East Coast 
and brought it back here in a car or a 
camper," he said. 


The moth's caterpillars are vo- 


racious eaters. One small caterpillar 
can eat up 'to one square foot of 
leaves per day. 


"When you multiply that by the mil- 


lions of larvae, you have some idea of 
the problem they cause," Seaborg 
said. 


ON THE EAST COAST, and espe- 


cially in New Jersey, Seaborg said the 
pest is too well established for scien- 
tists to fight it. In 1973, for example, 
almost 2 million acres of trees fell to 
theJarvae's appetite. 
' "I figure we have about a 50-50 
chance here. So far we have it pretty 
well pinpointed. We just might get it 
under control," he said. 


The battle against the moth can be 


won, despite the lack of success in 
New Jersey. North Carolina was one 
state that was able to isolate and 
era'dicate the insect before the forests 
fell, he said. 


In Illinois, Seaborg. said pesticides 


are being used tq fight the moths af- 
moth parasites failed to kill them. 


WHILE THE OAK is the moth's 


"most favorite food," Seaborg' said 
the insect is very happy with a diet of 
apple trees, aspens, cedars, spruce 
and other trees. Part of the problem 
is that the gypsy moth often attacks 
trees planted to replce elms rotted by 


Mud hole, dumping ground 
object of residents9 ire

When residents of the Quincy Park 


quadrominium apartments moved into 
their homes three years ago, many 
thought surrounding vacant lots would 
be either developed or at least kept 
clean of debris..

parcel, install sewers and fireplugs, 
drive construction markers into the 
ground and then leave it to fill up 
with rainwater. 


But, someone did. 


ANOTHER ADJACENT parcel, also 


about 15 acres, has become a catch- 
all for broken glass, rusty tin cans, 
household debris and junk cars. 


Many residents say the vacant lots 


present a hazard to their children who 
tend to wander on them when playing 
and who often cross them as a short- 
cut to the nearby Stevenson School, 
1375 S. Wolf Rd. 


They say they have appealed to the 


Quincy Park Homeowners' Assn., a 
group representing the 592 home- 
owners in the complex on Old Willow 
Road just east of Wolf Road in Pros- 
pect Heights. But the homeowners' as- 
sociation has said it is powerless. 


They have gone to Cook County of- 


fices in an attempt to track down the 
names of the property owners who 
can answer to the conditions. They 
have had no luck. 


WHEELING TOWNSHIP and Cook 


County records show only the name of 
a Chicago attorney, Erwin H. Green- 
berg, as the one who pays taxes on 
the parcel just north of Quincy Park. 


Residents said construction crews 


began working on the site last year 
and then stopped. Neither the county 
nor the township have developers' 
names on file, or records of building 


permits issued to allow for the con- 
struction. 


Greenberg said he no longer pays 


the taxes on the property and declined 
to reveal the current property owner's 
name. 


The property now serves as a reten- 


tion basin, a breeding place for rnos- 
quitos and a mud hole that is only a 
few feet away from the front doors of 
t h e northernmost 
quadrominium 


apartments in the complex. 


"WE CAN'T SIT OUT here in front 


of our homes and we certainly can't 
let our kids run around out here. 
That's a deep drop into that water for 
only a o ra 3-year-old child," said Gail 
Jones, 1196 Cove Dr. 


"We would like a fence put up 


around the development. I thought we 
were supposed to have one put up 
1, but 


it's still wide open between our home' 
here and the pit," Mrs. Jones said. 


Residents whose homes border the 


eastern end of the development are 
faced with a different problem. Anoth- 
er vacant lot invites garbage and ada- 
venturous motorcyclists. 


Wheeling Township and Cook Coun- 


ty records show the New York State 
Teachers' Retirement System owns 
the 'property.

Against Flooding Tuesday night con- 
curred with the Arlington Heights 
Park District's recreational devel- 
opment plans for the village's landfill 
site, but rejected the park board's 
request that 23 acres adjacent to the 
landfill be purchased.

Stanley Consultants of Chicago was 


directed by the committee to begin fi- 
nalizing plans for the 57-acre landfill 
site at Nichols and Schaefer roads on 
the north edge of the village. 


Plans call for the site to have a win- 


ter sports hill, a small lake, picnic 
areas, bicycle and footpaths and a 
skcet and trap shooting range. 


THE PROPOSAL developed by the 


park board last week also called for 
the acquisition of a 23-acre flood plain 
along 
Buffalo 
Creek, immediately 


west of the landfill site. The unin- 
corporated area is owned by Kenroy 
Inc. 


At the suggestion of Trustee Frank 


Palmatier, the committee balked at

Could ruin forests 
Moth's appetite threatens area 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The suburban insect population has 


a newcomer that could "change the 
whole forest; area of northern Illinois" 
in three to four years unless it is 
checked. 


The unwelcome guest is the gypsy 


moth, whose larvae have been known 
to defoliate entire East Coast forests 
and towns in a single season. 


"The situation isn't bad, not yet 


But if it goes three or four years, the 
potential is certainly there," said Nor- 
man Seaborg, a plants and pesticides 
specialist with the Illinois Dept. of Ag- 
riculture's bureau of plant protection 


SO FAR, THE gypsy moth in- 


festation is limited to 1,000 acres of 
woodlands near south suburban Palos 
Park. 


Seaborg said the moth, a pest for 


more than a century in the East, 
probably came to the area as a 
hitchhiker. 


"The gypsies are a problem be- 


cause we are a mobile people. A va- 
cationer could have picked up a cater- 
pillar or a female moth that was 


loaded with eggs on the East Coast 
and brought it back here in a car or a 
camper," he said. 


The i moth's caterpillars 
are 
vo- 


raciot^ eaters. One small caterpillar 
can eat • up to one square foot of 
leaves per day. 


"When you multiply that by the mil- 


lions of larvae, you have some idea of 
the problem they cause," Seaborg 
said 


ON THE EAST COAST, and espe- 


cially in New Jersey, Seaborg said the 
pest is too well established for scien- 
tists to fight it. In 1973, for example, 
almost % million acres of trees fell to 
the larvae's appetite. 


"I figure we have about a 50-50 


chance here. So far we have it pretty 
well pinpointed We just might get it 
under control," he said. 


The battle against the moth can be 


won, 
despite the lack of success in 


New Jersey North Carolina was one 
state that was able to isolate and 
eradicate the insect before the forests 
fell, he said. 


In Illinois, Seaborg said pesticides 


are being used to fight the moths af- 
moth parasites failed to kill them. 


WHILE THE OAK is the moth's 


"most favorite food," Seaborg said 
the insect is very happy with a diet of 
apple trees, aspens, cedars, spruce 
and other trees. Part of the problem 
is that the gypsy moth often attacks 
trees planted to replce elms rotted by 
the Dutch elm disease. 


The moth is "nondescript," Seaborg 


said and difficult for the untained eye 
to identify. 


"It looks just like a lot of other 


moths," he said The caterpillar, the 
creature that does the damage, is 
about two inches long and "colorful 
and pretty," Seaborg said 


The caterpillar, like the adult, how- 


ever, is similar in apperance to other 
species, he said
